FEELING FOR ANNEXATION GROWING 


Situation on the Island Is Anything 
but Reassuring to the 
| _ Spaniards. 


Havana, via Key West, Fla., February 6.— 
The reported action of ex-Secretary of 
Btate Olney in contributing $100 for the re- 
lief of the suffering in Cuba through the 
Spanish minister in Washington, ignoring 
Consul General Lee, is criticised by Amer- 
fcans here as tending to cast discredit upon 
the contributions through the state depart- 
ment. 

The announcement that the gift was 
made through the Spanish minister was 
cabled here and given publicity, and a 
prominent American resident, speaking of 
the matter, said that the cable dispatch 
sent by Secretary of the Interlor Govin to 
Senor Dupuy de Lome, in Washington, in 
response, cost as large a sum as the gift. 

Insurgent Colonel Camejo, a countryman 
of General Maximo Gomez, who succeeded 
Leader Cervo, has already organized two 
equadrons of cavalry in the district of 
Guanamor, Vegas, and San Nicolas, in Ha- 
vena province. 

El Diaro De La Marina, which has hith- 
erto refused to admit that the annexation 
sentiment existed among the resident Span- 
lards in Cuba, now recognizes the fact 
that many Spaniards here believe that an- 
nexation is necessary to save their lives 
and property. 

A crisis is reported to have occurred in 
the council of secretaries and it is said 
that Senor Govin, secretary of the interior. 
@waits the return of Captain General 
Blanco to present ‘iis resignation. This is 
asserted to be due to the refusal of Senor 
Moret, Spanish minister for the colonies, 
to repeal the law relative to the removal 
of judges and magistrates. 

It is the common belief that General 
Blanco’s march into eastern Cuba has 
proved a total failure, as have also General 
Pando’s plans, military operations in the 
east being suspended during the @ry season, 
the only time available for fighting the in- 
surgents. 

Senor DeLome, the Spanish minister at 
‘Washington, has counseled the colonial 
council of secretaries as to whether he 
should continue to pay General Julio San- 
guilly the allowance which the latter re- 
ceived before his recent trip to Havana and 
the secretaries have renlied that the al- 
lowance should be discontinued. 

Five more dynamiters have been arrested 
on suspicion of complicity in the recent ex- 
plosion in the city, The prisoners contra- 
dicted each other wien testifying before 
the military court. Chief of Police Pagliery 
had found some days before the arrests 
were made two bombs containing two 
kilograms of @ynamite in a corridor of 
the hotel Inglaterra, which did not explode, 
and another bomb on a corner of Tejuas 
Monte street, which exploded. Both these 
discoveries were kept secret at the time 
in order to avoid alarming the city. It is 
known that a large quantity of dynamite 
has been brought into Havana for the pur- 
pose of blowing up the principal buildings 
of the city. 

The reformist and autonomist papers as- 
sert that President Masso was authorized 
by the revolutionary junta to agree upon 
terms of peace with Captain Genera! Blan- 
co, and that this fact caused Genera) 
Blanco’s march into Puerto Principe. 

It is rumored that a new pol‘tical party 
will soon be formed, dividing the autono- 
mists into radical and conservative wings. 
The plan was suggested by the govern- 
ment in retahiation for the action taken 
against the conservatives which excluded 
them from office in all branches of the 
government, thus disgusting them and 
compelling them to take refuge in annex- 
ation in order to save their lives and prop- 
erty. The plan proposed consists of the 
formation of a radical wing with such 
leaders as Senor Bruzon, Senor Amblard, 
Senor Dolz and Senor Giberga, the last 
named a member of the Cuban revolution- 
ary junta at Paris, which will attract the 
insurgents to autonomy and a conseflta-

tive wing as leaders Senors Galvez, Mon- | 
toro, Zayas, Fernandez dé’ Castro, Cueto 


and Govin, who would attract the actual 
conservatives and induce them to accept 
the plan. 

This political agitation, as well as the 
cessation of military operations, has para- 
lyzed commerce and is creating discentent 
and a feeling of discouragement. It is 
believed that the policy of the new pol!t- 
ical party, if it does not meet with suc- 
cess, wil] in failing precipitate the loss of 
the. island. 

It is asserted on high military authority 
that General Gomez has crossed to Cama- 
guey and will gajl thence for New York. 
whither he has been called by the junta. 

Juan Ramirez, who served as chief of 
the insurgents In the last war, will sail 
shortly for Manzanillo to use his influence 
to induce the insurgents to surrender. 

Dispatches recelved from Madrid late to- 
day. which are not allowed to be publish- 
ed, say that the Sagasta cabinet has be- 
come disgusted with the autonomist Cu- 
ban ministry for not following a m'li- 
tary policy and not attempting to attract 
the insurgents, but simply attending to thelr 
own interests, ignoring entirely the ‘nsur- 
gents in the field. It is desired that Senors 
Giberga, Bruzon, Amblard, Govin and Font 
should form a radical party, entrusted with 
the task of arrang‘ng terms with the ‘nsur- 
gents. the government offering to disarm 
the volunteers and form a militia with the 
Cubans, and also offering to pav one-half 
of Cuba’e debt. amounting actually to 
$600.000,000, of which amount $300,000.000 was 
Incurred during the last war, $240.000,000 
dur’ng the present insurrection and the re- 
maining %60.900.000 of which {s actual {ndebt- 
edness of the government. 

Advices from Madrid confirm the reports 
that Senor Congosto’s removal from the 
office of the secretary of the government 
has been asked for. 

Great public anxiety exists, hut Is pre- 
vented bv eensor from being shown 
in the newspapers. Th’s anxiety is due 
to the evolutions of the American fleet 
and the presence of war vessels at Lis- 
bon-and tin the vicinitv of the Azores, in 
the route of the Spanish steamers to Cuba; 
while other warshins will leave for 8t. 
Thomas. near Pr@lo Rico, Matanzas and 
other Cuban ports. 

These movements are taken as clearly 
indicating to Spain that the American gov- 
ernment {s prepared for an emergency and 
is eagerly watching the movements of the 
Spanish fleet from strategic points.

Berlin, February 5.—The Reichsanzeiger 
this evening publishes the text of an im- 
perial ordinance dated today and worded as 
follows: 

“In order to prevent the Introduction of 
the San Jose shield louse, the importation 
of living plants and fresh plant refuse trom 
America, also barrels, boxes and other ob- 
jects used in the packing or keeping there- 
of, is prohibited until further notice. 

“The same prohibition applies to the @is- 
patch of fresh fruit and fresh fruit refuse 
whenever the examination made at the 
place of entry may establish the presence 
of the San Jose louse. 

“This prohibition does not apply in any 
way to goods which enter by ships and re- 
main on the ships. The imperial chancellor 
is empowered to grant exceptions and to 
take the necessary precautionary meas- 
ures.”’

Information Regarding Chinese Situation 
Will Be Discussed Seon. 


ENGLAND WILL NOT RECEDE 


Treaty Made at Tien-Tsin in 1856 Will 
Be Carefully Maintained. 


ENGLISH CANNOT ASK MORE THAN THAT 


Indications Are That Great Britain’s 
Right in the East Cannot Be in 
the Least Affected. 


London, February 5.—It is probable that 
little further reliable information regard- 
ing China will be obtained until the min- 
isters have a chance to round on the 
assailants during the course of the de- 
bate in parliament on the address in reply 
to the speech from the throne. 

The explicit statement of the situation 
furn‘ished to the Associated Press on 
Thursday last is, however, sufficient in- 
sight into the facts and shows that the 
press has wasted a considerable «mount 
of hysterical alarm, whirh, curiously 
enough, is more prevalent among the fov- 
ernment supporters than among the oppo- 
sition papers. 

After all, the perturbation will not have 
been wasted if it serves to convince the 
government of the terrible earnestness of 
the country over the matter and how it 
will resent any weakness or bungling. 

It must be remembered that the whole 
Ta-Lien-Wan story never received a shad- 
ow of official sanction. As cabled to the 
Associated Press on Thursday last, Great 
Britain has never demanded that Ta-Lien- 
Wan be made a treaty port. It was mere- 
ly one of the suggested constituents of the 
bargain, and if it should be withdrawn, it 
can only be because it is a barrier to the 
negotiations for the loan. The object of the 
condition was to check the scheme for the 
transformation of Port Arthur into a closed 
Russian port and the obj@:t was cqually 
secured by exact'ng from China and lhus- 
sia together a pledge in regard to Port 
Arthur similar to the pledge exacted from 
them in regard to Corea before the evacu- 
ation of Port Hamilton, and this will prob- 
ably point thereto, notably the specific es- 
surance early in the week in regard to the 
temporary nature of the Russian tenure of 
Port Arthur, which was accompanied by 
the friendly assurance that Great Eritain 
is not bound to Japan by any war-like al- 
liance. 

| Britons Wonjt Recede. 

In ghort, there is every reason to be- 
lieve that Great Britain does not intend 
to recede from any postition which has 
been officially taken up by Messrs. Bal- 
four, Chamberlain and Hicks-Beach in the 
name of the marquis of Salisbury. 

In the course of an interesiing address 
at Bradford before the chamber of com- 
merce of that place on Thursday last, the 
United States consul, Erastus 8. Day, ap- 
plauded the marquis of Salisbury’s dcectrine 
of free trade in China. He said that Amer- 
icans had every sympathy with it, and 
that the people of Great Britain and the 
United States ought to lead in shaping 
the world’s thought and action. Continu- 
ing he said that they had the opportunity 
to achieve great things, would they unite 
to achieve lasting benefits to themselves 
and to the world? 

Speaking of the tariff, Mr. Day said the 
overwhelming preponderance of sentiment 
in the United States was in favor of the 
proteciive theory. The Wilson bill, he 
added, had sickened the people of “tariff 
for revenue only’’ theory. and it would 
not be wise for the manufacturers of 
Bradford to hope for®the speedy enactment 
of another Wilson bill, “which closed too 
many mills in the United States to be 1e- 
tried.”’ 

Henry Norman, a bitter opponent of the 
government, writes in The Daily Chronicle 
that it wouid be unfair to criticise the mar- 
quis of Salisbury so long as he maintains 
the treaty of Tien-Tsin of 1856, and adds: 

“In this demand we are irresistible. At 
last the people of the United States have 
learned that we are not the land-grabbers, 
gold seizers or monopoly hunters which 
some of the western senators and Irish 
politicians represent us. They have real- 
ized that cur aims are theirs. What we 
want they want—free access to the great 
untouched markets of the far east. They 
des're commerce untrammeled by the jeal- 
ousies, military and political, of the con- 
tinental nations. That is precisely what 
we are ready to fight for, to secure for 
ourselves and for them. Japan, who will 
fight Russia some day as surely as tomor- 
row’s sun rises, is by necessity on our side. 
The Germans, in spite of the political in- 
trigues of their government, are also with 
us, and sooner or later France will give 
way or we must fight her. They have ar- 
rived to permanently settle the Chinese 
question with Russia. The British were 
never before so aroused and should we 
yield we shal] lose the chance of at last 
standing shoulder to shoulder with the 
other Engt'!sh-speaking great nation. We 
should wait quietly until Lord Salisbury 
tells us how the game is going, and when 
he has spoken the country should know 
What to say and do.” 


Cavendish Goes Up the Nile. 


The Cavendish expedition which is about 
to leave London 1!s one of the most striking 
examples of how young and wealthy Eng- 
lishmen with a fondness for sport and ex-

Now a large section of the liberals de- 
cline to submit to this, though Mr. Joseph 
Chanrberlain, the secretary of state for the 
colonies, is said to have “succeeded in 
browbeating”’ the executive committee of 
the liberal union association, which by a 
g00d majority has voted that the conserv- 
atives should select the successor of Mr. 
George Dixon, Mr. Chamberlain declaring 
that if the committee did not fulfill its 
promise its member practically denied him 
as their leader, 

The dissenting liberal majority declare 
they will nominate a straight liberal. 


ENGLAND TAKZIS OUR FRUITS. 


Germany’s Action of Exclusion Causes 
Talk in Great Britain. 


London, February 6.—Germany’s action 
in excluding American ‘affected’ fresh 
fruits and live plants and shrubs and pack- 
ages containing the same, is laughed at by 
the authorities here who have to deal with 
the American fruit shipped to England. 

A representative of the Associated Press 
is informed by the British board of agri- 
culture that tr re has never been any 
complaint in this country against American 
fruits shipped to England. 

‘There was some agitation years ago on 
the subject of spraying trees with arsenic; 
but investigation proved that the practice 
did not harm the consumers, and that the 
same method was followed in England, in 
Canada and on the continent. 

All the fruit importers of Covent Garden 
made similar statements. A representative 
of one of the biggest firms said that in 
their experience only one package of 
American fruit had reached Covent Garden 
in unfit condition, 

Inquiries made among the retail dealers 
show they have never heard the slightest 
complaint against American fruit.

Joseph Snyder, who has been mentioned. 
was followed by his sen, William, who was 
said to be subject to epileptic fits, and had 
to be handicd carefully. The son and father 
conflicted on a threat alleged to have been 
made to the latter by Lloyd, and Snyder 
pere could not Satisfactorily explain his 
position when recalled. 

W. B. Darby, ex-senator from the twen- 
ty-fifth district, was exemined by the de- 
fense on Lloyd’s possession of a large pis- 
tol, and another attempt was made to put 
sentimental evidence to the jury. They were 
ordered out and the attorneys thrashed out 
‘he question of the court’s ruling. 

It was dvring this period that the let- 
ter ineident occurred. Stallings charged the 
defense openly with suppressing the evi- 
dence of Mrs. Miller and the defense an- 
swered, not accepting the disclaimer of 
Captain Dinkins. 

Claude Palmer and Mrs. Lewis were wit- 
nesses by whom it was intended to show 
that the state testimony was deficient as 
to distances and to contradict the asser- 
tion that Floyd was reading a paper and 
allowing his horse to walk along the road 
slowly when he Was assassinated. 

Prisoner’s Witnesses Contradicted. 

Mrs. Hartley, in contradiction of Lena 
Jones, the principal state witness, denied 
that the negro woman had several mo- 
ments’ conversation with her. 

An attachment was issued for Mrs. Dard 
Lewis. Later she was brought into court 
and corroborated evidence previously given 
iby defense witnesses. 

Wen Gafford mounted the stand there 
Was a Visible movement in court and the 
Spectators crowded-into the reserved por- 
tion. Every word uttered by the defendant 
Was given eager attention, and there were 
many indications of satisfaction when the 
witness fell under ‘cross examination. 

Gafford described his movements on the 


day of the killing and was ruled out on ° 


the previous difference between him and 
Lioyd. He attempted to show that he was 
looking for his brother, Neil, and claim- 
ed that he always carried a shotgun, al- 
though he was not going hunting. It 
was just a natural bent with him. and 
then his life had been threatened by Lloyd. 
He could have crossed a short path going 
from Bishop to his own house on that 
day, but preferred to go by the road be- 
cause of rain and mud. This was an af- 
ter thought and closed his examination. . 

Colonel Stallings made him confirm Lena 
Jones on time and distance, but could not 
induce him to explain how he got his 
shotgun .cocked in such remarkably quick 
time unless it was because “he was just 
slick with a gun.” 

Lloyd’s friendliness to Gafford, as given 
by the latter, is more fully conveyed in 
the testimony of Dr. Lloyd. Defense want- 
ed it to show agreement that there was 
to be a discontinuance of relations between 
'Mrs. Miller and Llovd. 

Dr. Lloyd, who followed on the stand, 
also dealt with this ‘“‘agreement.”’ 

[t was let in by the defense through 
Gafford giving an’ alleged conversation 
held with the deceased a few moments 
before the shooting. Defendant alleged 
that Lloyd said: 

“What are you doing with that gun?’ 
and that he commenced to speak to him 
of the improper relations mentioned, which 
turned out to be idle rumors. 

According to Gafford, Lloyd had sent him 
a message through Will Hartley, that: 

“The county is not big enough to hold 
us two; if you don’t leave I will kill you.” 

Stallings quietly but effectively drew Gaf- 
ford into his net and landed him on the car- 
rying of the gun episode, which he used 
with deadly effect in his speech. In slow, 
careful voice, the defendant said: “Then 
I shot him,’’ when asked what happened 
after Lloyd attempted to draw his gun 
and when he, Gafford, had called to. him 
to put it up. 

“I broke the gun, and taking out the 
shells, reloaded it,’’ continued defendant. 

And then he described what is already 
known, but denied going back to the. body, 
because ‘“‘he looked at it and Knew Lloy 
would not get up.’’ ! 

Attorneys Argue the Case. 

On re-examination Gafford said he carried 
the gun for. the purpose of protecting 
himself against Lloyd. Some aspersion was 
introduced into the question of whether 
Lioyd’s father could testify regarding a 
conversation which had been classed as an 
agreement by the defense, and snarp rep- 
artes from the representatives of Gafford 
followed the ruling of the court. that if it 
was meant to show that conversation al- 
leged by Gafford to have taken place a 
few moments before the tragedy occurred 
some time previous, it was competent. 

Dr. Lioyd’s evidence summed up was to 
the effect that Gafford had come to his 
house several days before the killing, and 
putting down his shotgun, with the re- 
mark: 

“I don’t want to bulldoze Bart at all,” 
had requested the witness to be present at 
an interview between himself and Lloyd, 

In that interview, which occurred at 
Lloyd's house, Lloyd opened the conver- 
sation, telling Gafford that he had made 
threats against his. Lioyvd’s, life. 

Gafford wanted his informant and was 
met by the following reply: 

“ft am not like you: I am not bound up 
QO secrecy. My authority is your cousin, 
Fiarl Gafford, who told me-so last May.” 

The “defendant answered: 

“I had a notion Earl could tell big Hes 
but that is the biggest one [I have ever 
heard of him telling. I would be a rretty 
fool to threaten a man like vo3.” 

Nothing was then said of an unpleasant 
nature. 

Gafford asked Lloyd if he hand heard of 
the talk about the deceased and Lis sister 
and Llioyd’s repiy was that he considered 
it idle rumor and that he had too much 
respect for Mrs. Miller to give it cogni- 
zance. This so satisfied Gafford that he 
was enthusiastic in shaking hands with 
Lloyd, telling him that “he knew he wus 
an honorable man and-could believe him.” 

Afterwards the lending of Lloyd's buggy 
to Mrs. Miller was explained to Gafford’s 
satisfaction as being an act of Lloyd’s 
wife in his absence. It was arranged that 
there should be a continuance of social] 
relations between the families which had 


been. estranged through the threat which 


Gafford denied. 

Mr. Richardson’s appeal for the life and 
liberty of his client was a magnificent 
piece of oratory for a jun‘or attorney. He 
was earnest, eloquent and frequently dra- 
matic. 

The case for the defense was turther 
presented by Captain Dinkins in a com- 
plete analysis of their favorable evidence 
and the discrepancies of the opposing tes- 
timony. A logical, effective and eloquent 
address was made by Solicitor Staliworth. 
At times he was deeply pathetic and again 
the remorseless _prosecutor exposing cold 
facts to the jury in lucid terms. 

Before the evening aditournment there 
Was a very impressive spectacle at the at- 
torneys’ tables, ranged behind the prose- 
cution, were the wife and babe of Lioyd, 
his sisters and aged father and close to 
Gafford his egrief-stricken old mother sat 
wth tear-stained eyes, drinking in greed- 
ly every word of the addresses. 

The scene was changed when court re- 
convened at 8 p. m., thé somber-garbed 
relatives of the two principals fh the Grama 
had given way to a seore of fashionably 
attired iady spectators and the body of 
the court was packed as it has not been 
since the trial began. 

Jesse Stailings, whom every one in the 
Vast audience kenw only as “Jesse,” and 
claimed as friend, was to take the part 
of his murdered. bosom friend. People 
closed their stores and flocked to the court- 
house as they would to a theater and un- 
able to gain admission stood in the deep 
mud outside discussing the case. Those 
who know him say Stallings made the 
effort of his Ufe and he relentlessly pur- 
sued Gafford’s shadow of a hope through 
all the devious paths of the law’s inter- 
pretation of wiliful murder, until despair 
became pictured on Gafford’s face and the 
triumphant smile vanished. 

“Stop this carnival of the man-slayer. 
and be @ credif to your country and your 
state,”” were his closing words. 

Judge Tysen deliberately and calmly 
charged the jury in simple language and 
after ll o’clock they retired for the ver-

The letter is dated at Key West, Jan- 
uary 28th, and says:

We (the New York) went back and got 
five wire hawsers attached to her. We 
then lit the fires under six boilers and at- 
tached the four engines. 

“We got the Montgomery on ahead of 
us and at midnight, or about 1 o’clock, they 
Started ahead at full speed. 

“The Montgomery snapped her winch 
short off and broke down on pounding 
bridge.” 

He calls attention to the Indiana being 
rendered useless, and says: 


“The Indiana is broken down. They had 
a tour of one day coming down here, and 
now the boiler makers from all the ships 
are on board of-her retubing her boilers.”

Alabamian Who Spent Four Years Abroad 
Reaches Home. 


WAS CONSUL: AT PALERMO 


Was One of Cleveland’s Appointees 
.and Has Just Returned. 


HE IS POPULAR IN HIS NATIVE STATE 


He Wasfor Years a Cadet at the 
United States Naval Academy 
at Annapolis. 


Montgomery, Ala., January 56.—(Spectal.) 
There was recently returned to Alabama, 
after a four years’ sojourn in Italy, a 
young inan who, as a representutive of 
the general governinent, has reflected an 
enormous del of credit on his stite. He 
is William Henry Seymour, who, during 
Mr. Cleveland’s administration and until 
a few wecks ago, has heid the responsible 
post of United States consul at Palermo. 
Mr. Seymour is only thirty years old, and 
it is entirely safe to say that none of his 
predecessors in the Palermo consulship 


WILLIAM H. SEYMOUR. 


have been of as much material service to 
this country as has the young Alabamian. 

Mr. Seymour was born in Choctaw coun- 
ty, Alabama. His father, Hon. Robert H. 
Seymour, moved to Livingston, in Sum- 
ter county, when his son was twelve years 
of age. Young Seymour attended the town 
school there and when fifteen vears of 
age went to Poughkeepsie and took a ccem- 
mercial course. He then attended the Uni- 
versity of Alabema, where he remained 
for a year or two. In a competitive ex- 
amination he won a scholarship in the 
United States Naval academy at Annapo- 
is. He remained at the naval academy 
three years and stood steadily at the head 
of his class. Assiduous applica‘ion to 
books, however, enfeebled his eyes3igint, and 
toward the close of his third year at the 
academy he found it necessary to resign, 
fearing at the time that his vision. had 
become permanently defective. 

He returned to his father’s home in Liv- 
ingston and ‘was promptly elected principal 
of the Livingston Military academy. He 
remained at the head of this institution for 
two years, making a splendid success of his 
administration .He'then came to Montgom- 
ery and accepted a‘situation as chief clerk 
in the office of the state superintendent of 
education. Two years later, notwithstand- 
ing his absence from home and notwith- 
standing the fact that he made no cam- 
paign whatever for nomination, the people 
of his thome county elected him to the 
legislature. From the first he took a high 
stand among the lawmakers of the assem- 
bly. Some of the old fogies pronounced 
ham to be a radical in his ideas, but none 
of them questioned his ability or his rigid 
honesty, 

At the commencement of (Mr. Cleveland’s 
second administration Congressman Bank- 
head, in whose district Mr. Seymour lived, 
recognized the splendid ability of the 
young representative from Sumter and 
made a dcomand upon tke president for his 
appointment to a consulship. He was ac- 
cordingly given the post at Palermo. Short- 
ly before his departure for his foreign post 
he was married to Miss Maymie Amerine, 
the beautiful daughter of Captain H. M. 
Amerine, of this ec:ty, who accompanied 
him abroad. ‘ 

Mr. Seymour was the youngest man in 
the consular service. He was on!y twenty- 
five when the undertook the difficult duties 
of the post tHe assumed. Up to the time 
of this administration the duties of the 
consul at Palermo had not been intricate. 
This country’s little trouble with Italy, 
however, made his position impose obliga- 
tions upon him which were unicoked for 
and which required very careful handiing. 
He showed, thowever, admirab'te tact in 
dealing with the delicate questions by 
which he was confronted. Letters in his 
possession show the high esteem in which 
he was held by the Italian government and 
by the officials of this country under whose 
directions h‘s consulgr duties were dis- 
charged. In a recent Ietfer the Hon. Wal- 
lace 8. Jones, the late consular general at 
Palermo, among other things says: “‘You 
can take home with you, my déar Seymour 
the consciousness of having fulfilled and 
well discharged your duty fo the govern- 
ment. Your ability and devotion to duty 
insure a bright career to you, my boy, 
wihen your services. May again ‘become 
available to our country.” 

Mr. Seymour’s work abroad’ proved also 
of substantially intrinsic value to the man- 
ufacturers of the United States. Mr. Theo- 
dore C. Search, president of the National 
Association of Manufacturers, in a recent 
letter to him, said: “I was not in any 
manner prepared for such a magnificent 
piece of work ds the statistical tables and 
the translation of the Italian tariff which 
you have sent me. I do not think tSat I 
have ever seen anything of this kind pre- 
pared with such scrupulous care and pre- 
cision and so admirably arranged, show- 
ing at a glance all the information about 
the foreign trade at Palermo. It is a 
rare thing to find a man in the consular 
service who is able and willing to do such 
a piece of work as this in the manner in 


-which you havé accomplished it.”’ 


Mr. Seymour’ has ret perfected any bus!- 
ness arrangement since his return to Ala- 
bama. He will likely. however, engage 
his ab lities in colonization. His acquaint- 
ance with the conditions and the people in 
Italy and the confidence in which he is 
held in that country put him in a posit’on 
to bring thousands of colonists from there 
into Alabama. As s©0on as he can get his 
bearings he will look into the colonizat on 
problem, and if he should decide to engage 
in it, he could do some fine service for his 
state in this materal way. Mr. and Mrs. 
Seymour are the guests of Mrs. Seymour's 
father, Captain H. M. Amerine, on Court 
street, and very naturally are the recip- 
ients of many social favors.

Appropriations for Fortifications Are 
Passed by the House. 


THE BILL CARRIES $4,144,912, 


Members Make Political Speeches 
While MeasureIs Pending. | 


SMALLER BY $5,000,000 THAN LAST YEAR 


Congressmen Declare Themselves in 
Favor of Retrenchment and 
Economy. 


Washington, February 5.—The house to- 
day during its entire session had under con- 
sideration the bill making appropriations 
for fortifications and coast defenses. Little 
interest seemed to be manifested in the pro- 
ceedings. less than gne-half of the members 
being present during the session. 

The bill was passed by the house, carry- 
ing $4,144,912, against $9,517,141 last year. 

At the opening of the session Mr. Royce, 
republican, of Indiana, chairman of the 
committee on elections No. 2, presented a 
resolution declaring that in the contest be- 
tween Samuel Hudson and William Mc- 
Aleer, of Pennsylvania, for a seat in the 
house, (Mr. McAleer is entitled to the seat. 

Without division the resolution and re- 
port of the committee were adopted. 

A bill granting to the Gulf, Colorado and 
Santa Fe Railroad Company the right to 
contruct a branch of its raWroad in the 
Indian Territory was passed. 

A senate bill authorizing the Muscogee 
Coal and Railway Company to construct 
and operate a railroad through the Indian 
Territory and Oklahoma Territory was also 


The house then went into committee of 
the whole and resumed consideration of the 
fortifications appropriation bill. 

Mr. Lewis, democrat, of Washington, took 
occasion to discuss the financial question 
and said it was the purpose of the adminis- 
tration to retire the greenbacks. He also 
criticised the leaders of the house for not 
allowing more time to discuss the Teller 
resolution. : 

Mr. MeClellan, @Qemocrat, of New York, 
in a speech declaring that the bill carried 
no adequate appropriation for the defense 
of New York habor, said the trouble was 
that too much money was expended for 
the improvement of our harbors which 
would make them accessible to a hostile 
fleet. 

“It would be much better,”’ said he, “‘first 
to protect our harbors and then, after they 
are protected, to improve them.” 

In response, Mr. Sayers, democrat, of 
Texas, a member of the appropriations 
committee, expressed the opinion that there 
was not the slightest prospect of war with 
any foreign nation. 

“Economy,” said he, ought to be the 
watchword on both sides of this chamber, 
and no appropriation for any project ought 
to be made unless it is absolutely neces- 
sary.” 

After discussing the work of the appro- 
priations committee in consideration of the 
various appropriation bills, Mr. Sayers 
gaid: ~ 

“Our revenues are large encugh. It ought 
to be our effort to reduce the expense of 
the government in order that they may 
conform to the receints.” 

In conclusion Mr. Sayers said: 

“We ought to unite to make this congress 
one of the most économical since the civil 
war.” 

Rv the introduction of an amendment to 
reduce the maximum price of oil-tempered 
end annmiled steel from 23 to 22 cents per 
pound, Mr. McRae, of Arkansas, secured 
the floor and made a sharp attack upon 
the administration. He said he had no fear 
of war because he was satisfied the pres- 
ent administration would accept any ‘fnsult 
from a foreign nation that might bo offered, 
bound hand and foot as it was by trusts 
and monopolies The great mass of the 
people, however. would protect the honor 
of the country from the inroads of a for- 
eign nation. Mr. McRae thought congress 
ought to protect the country from a further 
issue of bonds, which seemed likely In view 
of the present condition of the revenues 
before the end of the year. 

The amendment was defeated, 5% to H. 

After another fruitless effort on the part 
of Mr. McClellan to agnend the Dill, the 
reading of the measure was concluded, re- 
ported by the committee of the whole to 
the house and passed. 

At 3:10 p. m. the house adjourned until

Louisville, Ky., February 5.—The Evening 
Post says: Information was received here 
today by a financier intimately connected 
with the parties concerned in the refund- 
ing plan of the Loufsville and Nashville 
bonds that has been agitating money cir- 
cles for the past ten days, that August 
Belmont, the chairman of the finance 
committee of the Louisville and Nashville, 
has offered tg advance money to the com- 
mittee to take up the $7,000,000 worth of 
7 per cént bonds which fall due in April, 
and as coilateral to take $9,000,000 of unl- 
fied 4 per cent. 

He offers to advance the money on a 
34% per cent basis and for two or three 
yeurs, as the committee desires. 

The only other proposition that is known 
to have been considered by the committee 
is the offer of the Deutscher bank of Ber- 
lin, to advaree the money on a\3 per cent 
basis and it is sald this was not accepted, 
on acecunt of the stipulation that the loan 
should be for five years, as those In au- 
thority did not care to enter into an agree- 
ment of such long ttme. 

Mr. Belmont, as is known, is closely al- 
lied with the Rothschilds, and has unlim- 
ited mcrey at his command; in addition 
to his own fortune.

MONSIGNEUR McCOLGAN DEAD.

Troation That 1s Destined To Revol | 


tionize the Cotten Business. 
COTTON IN CYLINDRIC SHAPE 


Can Be Baled at the Gin Side With- 
/ , out Any Trouble. 


T IS PACKED IN SPIRAL -LAYERS 


Hole Left in the Center of the Bale. 
Cotton Has a Density of 44 
Pounds to Cubic Foot. 


HROUGH the inventive genius of 
T one George A. Lowry, 1 machine has 

been invented that seems destined to 
revolutionize the cotton business. The ma- 
chine is a simple plece of mechanism that 
puts cotton in round bales and while it 
is yet new and untried except by the ex- 
periments made by the company, it is 
look=1 on favorably by the cotton men 
who have seen it, General Stephen M. 
Weils, president of the Planters’ Com- 
press Company. of Bosfon, was in the 
city yesterday with a bale of the cotton 
baled by the machine and photographs of 
the machine. 

The machine,.as pictured here, is attach- 
ed to the gin and as the cotton is ginned 
it can be put right into the machine and 
baled before leaving the ginhouse. The 
cost of the machine is something under $500 
and it may be run by the same power that 
runs the gin. The bales made by this 
process are round, and in size they are 
eighteen Inches in diameter and fcrty-two 
inches high, each bale weighing 20 pounds. 
The cotton is pacek in spiral layers, and 
while its density !s forty-four pounds to 
the cubic foot, as against a density of 
twenty-two pounds to the cubic foot in 
the bales put up by the ordinary com- 
press. It is not packed too tightly to be 
used as soon as the bale is opened. 

In the other round bales the trouble has 
been that the bales have been put around 
a solid rod and while the cotton was loose 
on the cutside of the bale, on the inside 
ft is packed so tight that it is perfectly 
hard. This machine leaves a hole through 
the center of the bale through which the 
wires that hold the bale together are run. 


The cotton goes in the top of the machine’ 


very much like the meat is put in a sau- 
Sage machine and comes out the lower 
end in a roll ready to be bailed. When the 
machine is perfected it will take about 
five minutes to make a bale. A knife that 
works automatically cuts the roll of cotton 
off just the length of the bale and five 
minutes more another bale is ready. The 
greatest advantage of the new kind of 
bale is the facility that will give the farm- 
er in handling his crop. The bales are 
smaller, and being round in form, are 
easier to handle. Another great advant- 
age is in the shipping. The owners of the 
process claim that twice as much cotton 
may be put in a car when baled by their 
process than when it is the ordinary bales, 
The bales are encased in a cotton duck and 
held together by four wires, all of which 
weighs not over two pounds. The cost of 
covering a bale is 22 cents. All together, 
it is claimed, that the saving on every 
bale of cotton to all parties will be between 
$ and $4 per bale. 

A company with a capital of $6,000,000 
has been organized to manufacture the 
machine and introduce it in the country. 
It is proposed to organize branch com- 
panies in each’ state with local capital. 
The ownera of the machine say that they 
will have it ready in time to handle all 
of the next crop and that it will revolu- 
tionize the cotton business. 

This new process of baling cotton is 
known as the Lowry process, from the 
name of the inventor. Mr. George A. 
Lowry, who invented the machine, is the 
man, who, some years ago, invented a 
machine for taking the bristles off hogs. 
He sold the invention to the Armours for 
$100,000. 


LUETGERT’S LAWYER SPEAZS..- 


Attorney Says Police Officers Put 
the Ring in the Vat. 


Chicago, February 5.—Attorney Harmon 
addressed the jury in the Luetgert case all 
day today and said he would continue his 
argument Monday. He devoted almost the 
entire day to a discussion of the evidence 
concerning the rings found in the vat and 
before he closed flatly accused Inspector 
Schaack and Sergeant Dean of putting the 
rings into the vat before they were taken 
out of ft. 

Mr. Harmon's first point in regard to the 
rings was that the relatives of Mrs. Luet- 
gert now acting with the prosecution, be- 
sides his mother, his sister and Fred Muel- 
ler—while giving voluminous testimony on 
every other branch of the case, had never 
a word to say concerning the identity of 
the rings. 

Mr. Harmon then entered upon a long 
and minute analysis of the testimony of 
Mrs. Anna .Griesser, Mrs. Sophia Tews, 
Mrs. Ida Harris and Mrs. Angelina Schroe- 
der, all of whom testified with more or less 
positiveness that the rings in evidence were 
the rings of Mrs. Luetgert. He then declar- 
ed that the officers made thorough search 
in the vat once without finding anything.

thing above the second story. A fight was 
made at the start by the stairways, but 
soon the firemen were driven back by hot 
and a suffocating smoke 
and were obliged to fight from the other 
side. Two aerial ladders were raised on 
the front as were also several long exten- 
sion ladders, while streams were carried 
through the South Margin street tenements 
from the back windows, of which floods 
were poured Into the fiery furnace. 

The fire was nearly under control at the 
time of the accident. 

The men on engine No. 7 were on the 
fourth floor and engines 26 and 29 were on 
second floor when the rear section of 
the roof coilapsed, carrying down portions 
of all the floors through the basement and 
burying the firemen beneath a mass of 
debris. Tlasty canvass of the members 
of the department showed that ten men 
were missing. 

The tirst man toa be 
ward Shay, who was found about forty 
fect from the front of the huilding on the 
extreme westerly end, pinned between the 
timber about midway between the first and 
second floors, having fallen from the fifth 
floor. As he was taken out he said to 
those who were removing him:

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Savannah’s Retiring Postmaster Had 
Charges Against Him. 
Washington, February 5.—(Special.)—The 
appointment of Harry Blun as postmaster

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GRIFFIN CASE HAS 
BREN WITHDRAWN 


Railreads-Voluntarily Take Out Differ- 
ential Rates on Small Shipments. 


COMMISSION DROPS THE CASE 


W. H. Brewer Fails To Get Evidence 
From the Managers.

THEY WOULD NOT TESTIFY HIS WAY 


He Wanted: Them To Prove His Case, 
but They Did Not Have That 
Kind of Information. 


HE petition for a reduction of rates 

On grain, flour, meat and meat prod- 

ucts and a few other staple articles, 
was abandoned yesterday by its promoter 
during the hearing before the state rail- 
Toad commission. 

The railroads had previously given notice 
that they had decided to withdraw the 
differential rates and put large and small 
shipments of these articles on the same 
footing. When Mr. W. H. Brewer, who 
filed the complaint, was informed of this 
decision on the part of the roads, he de- 
clared that he wanted the case to go on to 
a hearing, and he added an amendment 
asking for a general revision of local rates 
in the state. The case had not gone very 
far yesterday before it collapsed, Mr. 
Brewer being unable to get the evidence 
from the railway men which he said he 
wanted to prove his contention that the 
companies are able to reduce rates. 

It was shown by the _ railroads that 
they advanced the rates on small ship- 
ments uncer pressure from the Southern 
Wholesale Grocers’ Association, which 
waged a long and bitter boycott against the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad for stand- 
ing up to the retail men and smal! dealers. 
Mr. Brewer, by the way, is a member of 
the Southern Wholesale Grocers’ Asso- 
ciation, but he says that he never voted to 
@dvance the rates on the smal! ghipments. 
A number of railway officials came to At- 
lanta on account of the hearing yesterday, 
but after talking the matter over, the most 
of them said that they did not believe it 
was worth while to any extended 
Gefense, They were going to withdraw 
the advance, and they felt satisfied that 
the state railway commission would see 
that there would then ground for 
complaint. So, only three of the officials 
went over to the capitol to attend the 
hearing. These were Vice President W. W. 
Finley, of the Southern railway; Vice 
President J. M. Egan, of the Central of 
Georgia, and Vice President FE. C. Spalding, 
ef the Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern. 
They did not have a lawyer, for they did 
not propose to have much to gay. 

Mr. Brewer was there to speak for the 
petitioners, about fourteen retail grocers 
of Griffin. 

This was the first hearing in which Judge 
Spencer Atkinson had taken part since his 
appointment on the commission. The board 
does not conduct its cases under strict 
rules of procedure as the law courts do. 
In fact, there. are very few rules of pro- 
-cedure in the commission. They call it 
latitude, and let parties conduct their 
Cases pretty much as they like, provided 
_they do not waste too much time. 

.This informality seemed to make the ex- 
justice of the supreme court weary. He 
BUggested to Mr. Brewer two or three 
times that he was off the track. 

When Mr. Egan stated that the railroads 
had decided among themselves to go back 
to the old rates, Chairman Trammell re- 
marked that such_action would practically 
dispose of the original Griffin complaint. 
Commissioners T. C. Crenshaw and Atkin- 
60n assented. Then Mr. Brewer said he 
would drop it. But he wanted the commis- 
soiners to take up all the rates in Georgia 
and revise them. 

This was a new proposition, and Judge 
Atkinson remarked that for one he was 
opposed to going into that question until 
all the people and al] the ratiroads haa a 
chance to be heard. So the resuit was that 
Mr. Brewer grew angry, and, with one 
hand uplifted, declared that the railroads 
oppresscd the people, and then would not 
answer his questions’ nor produce tHeir 
books. Mr. Brewer's cases are events in 
the otherwise calm career of the commis- 
Sioners. His efforts to get testimony out 
of railroad experts to support his conten- 
tions cause many a smile. The ablest 
lawyers do not undertake to make out a 
caSe against railroads by the evidence of 
railway offic‘als, but Mr. Brewer tackles 
any of ‘them, regardless of consequences, 
' and seldom calls any other witnesses. He 
examined at Mr. Egan and Mr. Finley yes- 
terday. He wanted Mr. Egan to tell why 
rates were advanced on less than carload 
shipments of certain groceries and pro- 
visions, grain and fiour, meat and meat 
products, sugar, molasses, rice, soap and 
soda. Mr. Egan replied that he could not 
tell. Then Mr. Brewer wanted to know 
what railroads besides the Louisville and 
, Nashville had opposed the advance in rates, 
and the vice pres.dent said the Central had. 
He could not speak for other roads. 

Mr. Egan’s Statement. 

“There was opposition to this advance 
long before it was finally decided on,” said 
Mr. Egan. ‘It was put in force in Novem- 
ber, but it did not work satisfactorily and 
on January 3d I received an invitation to 
attend a conference in Louisville, Ky., to 
consider the withdrawal of these rates. 
This Griffin petition had not been filed then, 
nor had I heard of it, and I do not sup- 
pose any other railroad man had heard of 
it. The conference of executive officers 
was held in Louisville January 13th and it 
was then decided to withdraw the advance 
and go back to the old rates, which made 
no distinction between carload and less 
than carload shipments.’ 

Mr. Brewer inquired if all the roads have 
to agree to a rate before it can be put in 
or withdrawn. Mr. Egan stated that all 
the roads are free to put in any rate they 
please which will meet the approval of 
the various commissions. No road is re- 
quired by its connections or competitors to 
charge any other rate than such as it 
pleases. 

Mr. Brewer wanted to know if the Cen- 
tral had cut cotton rates out of Atlanta 
during the past year. Mr. Egan said that 
it ha@ not cut any rate, so far as he knew. 
It might have met the rate of some com- 
petitor in order to protect its own business. 
He was questioned about his system’s earn- 
ings and he stated that while there was an 
increase in gross earnings for the past six 
months of $140,000, there had been a de- 
crease in the passenger earnings of $40,000 
and an increase in the operating expenses 
of $74,000. The net income for the six 
months was $26,000. 

“In order to make this we have carried 
119,000 toms of freight’ more than in the

Judge Atkinson asked Mr. Brewer what 
hé thought would be just rates to the rail- 
roads, and the petitioner replied: 

“For local rates, 1 would add 831-3 per 
cent to the proper lines of* through rates, 
That would give them enough money.” 

Being asked how much he would let the 
roads make, if he could dictate rates, Mr. 
Brewer said that he was willing for them 
to earn enough to pay their operating ex- 
penses and a fair interest on the money 
actually invested. The railroad men said 
te would be very glad to be able to do 
that. 


Mr. Finley Testifies, 


Vice President Finley was sworn and sald 
that he desired to make a general state- 
ment to show that there has been no con- 
spiracy between the roads to oppress any- 
body or to violate any law. He briefly 
sketched the history of the four-cent differ- 
ential, saying that it was put in force by 


»the road after long urging by the South- 


ern Wholesale Grocers’ Association. 

This differential adjustment of rates ex- 
ists in all other sections of the country, ex- 
cept in the southeastern states, the terr!- 
tory east of the Mississippi and south of 
the Patomac and Ohio rivers. The condl- 
tions which brought about the withdrayal 
of the differential were wholly independent 
of this complaint from Griffin. The North 
Carolina and Alabama commissions would 
not approve the differential and the situa- 
tion became so mixed that as a commercial 
proposition it was found to be impractica- 
ble. , 

Referring to the traffic association, Mr. 
Finley said that after the decision of the 
United States supreme court in the trans- 
Missouri case all the old associations ex- 
cept one were dissolved and reorganized on 
new lines, in perfect harmony with the de- 
cision of the court. The idea that the 
traffic associations are bands of conspira- 
tors is a mere bugbear. Mr. Finley next 
addressed himself to the earnings of the 
great systenr which he represented. 

“For the five months ending November 
30, 1897, our lines in Georgia increased their 
gross earnings $152,000 over the same months 
in the previous years. Our operating ¢€x- 
penses jn Georgia increased $128,000. 

“Our net income from operations was 
$33,000 for five months, as against $112,000 
for the corresponding five months of 1896. 
There was no increase in the general ex- 
penses, but it was in conducting transpor- 
tation, wages of engineers, conductors, ete, 
The chief increase in expenses was in main- 
tenance of way and equipment. .In the last 
fiscal year we had to discontinue the im- 
provements which we were making  be- 
cause earnings were falling off. Since duly, 
1897, we had spent $120,000 in maintaining 
our roadways and equipments in Georgia. 

“The Southern railway has of 
bonds and $10,000 of preferred stock per mile 

We have not been able to pay 
but 1 per cent on the preferred stock. 

“We are giving a first-class service, equal 
to the best to be found in this country. 
I do not think that Mr. Brewer or any 
one else has a just ground for complaint.” 

Commissioner Crenshaw asked Mr. Fin- 
ley how the local rates in Georgia on grain, 
flour, meat, etc., compared with the local 
rates in Alabama. 

Mr. Finley referred to the records and 
gave the following rates in cents for the 
four classes:

Chairman Trammell observed that if a 
reduction of 4 cents per 100 pounds was 
made on class D for five miles, the roads 
would have to pay their patrons % a cent 
for the privilege of doing their business. 

In reply to questions, Mr. Finley stated 
that the Southern’s revenues had not been 
reduced by rate cutting on cotton. He eall- 
ed attention to the fact that while the 
earnings were larger for the fall months 
last year than in the year previous, the 
time would come in the spring, he was 
afraid, when there would be ae falling off 
in traffic on account of the low purchasing 
price of the south’s chief crop, Five-cent 
cotton is going to reduce the volume of 
the business handled in the south, I fear.’’ 

Mr. Brewer asked him how far New Or- 
leans is from Atlanta. 

“You will think I am trying to fool you, 
but I don’t know.’”’ : 

There Was a little more irrelevant talk 
and Mr. Brewer announced that he had 
closed his case. The railway men: stated 
that they did not ecare to take up the 
commission’s time with any further state- 
ment. 

This concluded the hearing. The com- 
missioners will make a formal order in the 
matter in a day or two, and it will proba- 
bly be to the effect that inasmuch as the 
differential rates are about to be with- 
drawn, it is unnecessary for direction to be 
given to the roads. 

After the collapse of his case, Mr. Brew- 
er said that he intended to come up again 
in thirty days with some new getitions. 

“Tl am going to fight this case as long as I 
live,’’ declared. “ft may come to 
the legislature from Spalding county next 
fall and if I do I shall make a fight to 
have the railroad commissioners elected by 
the people.’””’ He was aske@ what salary he 
would be in favor of and he said $5,000 a 
year, if the people elect. _

CHARTER FOR A NEW ROAD. 


The Augusta Southwestern Is Incor- 
porated To Build 100 Miles. 


An application was yesterday made for a 
charter for a proposed new railroad to be 
known as the Augusta Southwestern, to be 
built and operated by the Augusta South- 
western Railroad Company. The application 
was granted by Secretary of State Candler 
and the charter issued. 

The imeorporators of the company are 
Messrs. James U. Jackson, C. W. Jackson 
and EF. W. Schofield, of Augusta; H. B. 
Massey and J. A. McCrary, of Tennille; 
James T. ‘Wright, of Macon; J. Pope 
Brown, P. H. Lovejoy, E. J. Henry and 
S. A. Way, of Hawkinsville; Lee B. Jones 
and Joseph E. Bivins, of Cordele, and L. 
Q. Stubbs and William Pritchett, of Dub- 
lin. 

The length of the proposed road is 100 
miles. It will run in a southwesterly di- 
rection through the counties of Washing- 
ton, Johnson, Laurens , Dodge, Pu- 
laski, Wilcox and Dooly, from 
a point onthe Augusta South- 
ern railroad at or near Tennille, to Cordele. 
The amount of capital stock will be $1,000,- 
000, divided into shares of $100 each, of 
which 4,000 will be preferred and 6,000 com- 
mon stock. The preferred stock is to be 
non-cumulative, and entitled to a dividend 
of 5 per cent per annum in any fiscal year 
that dividends may be earned and declared, 
before any dividend is paid on the common 
stock. The main office of the company jis 
to be at Augusta, and the incorporators 


pledge themselves to cOmmence construc. | 


tion as soon as the charter is granted. 

This road is to be an extension of the 
Augusta Southern, which is now a part of 
the South Carolina and Georgia. The latter 
system is reaching out for southwest Geor- 
gia.

Pillars of Steel, Two Driveways and 
Two Sidewalks—The Work Will 
Soon Begin. 


HIEF ENGINEDPRS HUDSON and 
Hunter, of the Southern and Central 
railroads, conferred with City Engi- 
neer Clayton in Atlanta yesterday and 


agreed on plans and specifications for the 
steel viaduct to be constructed across the 
tracks at Mitchell street, 

The officials carefully examined the sit® 
yesterday morning and put their contract 
in writing yesterday afternoon, The br.dge 
will be one of the handsomest in this sec- 
tion of the country and work will be begun 
in the near future. The officials hope to 
complete the viaduct before 1899. 

Tae bridge will extend from the east 
side of Elliott street on the west to Mitch- 
ell street on the east. There will be seven 
spans, the first eighty-five feet long; sec- 
ond, ninety feet; third, ninety-four feet; 
fourth, ninety-four and one-half feet; fifth, 
seventy-three feet; sixth, sixty feet, and 


seventh sixty feet. 

The total length will be 6504 feet. The 
clearance at the west end will be: First 
span, sixteen feet; east end, twenty-one 
feet. The clearances in the second, third. 
fourth and fifth spans will be twenty-one 
feet. The seventh and eighth/spans will 
be built on a 2 per cent grade, 

There will be two twenty-foot roadways 
and a ten-foot sidewalk on each side. This 
will give plenty of room for pedestrians, 
wagong and street cars. The supports, ex- 
cept at both ends, will be steel posts, 

The grade on the west end will be 6 per 
cent. There will be handsome masonry 
abuttments and the floor will be paved 
with some sultable material. 

Chief Engineer Hunter, of the Central, 
asked for the right of connection with the 
second story of the Central freight depot. 
He also made some suggestions as to lo- 
cation of the pillars. which will not be in 
the way of the tracks. 

Mr. Hudson was asked concerning the 
outlook for a new passenger depot at the 
Mitchell street site, and he replied he knew 
nothing of it. It is generally believed, how- 
ever, the depot will be built on this site 
in the near future. 

Bids for the erection of the bridge will 
now be advertised for and work com- 
menced as soon as possible.

| Boy Was Mad Because He Was Whip- 
ped and Sought Revenge. 


ws PARENTS 00 NOT WANT HIM 


He Is Swiss 1 Was Left with Mrs, 
tt—His Mother Is in Tampa.

ARNGINO DEUTRICH, a Swiss boy 

eighteen years of age, is locked in a 

cell at the police barracks, charged 
with having set fire to the house occupied 
by Mr. Charles F. Scarratt, at 142 Sunset 
avenue, and owned by Mr. Phillip Breit- 
enbucher. 

The house was consumed by flames carly 

rday morning and so rapidly did the 
fire destroy the building that those ec- 
cupying it were hardly able to ieave be- 
fore the roof fellin. Mr. Charles Scarratt, 
who was asleep, narrowly escaped serious 
injury from falling plaster. Just as he 
from his bed the plastering over it 

fell with a crash and the bed caught fire. 

The house was almost completely de- 
giroyed and the greater portion .of the 
household effects and clothing were burned. 
yrs. J. B. Scarratt lost about $500 worth 
of furniture and Mr. Charles Scarratt lost 
about $250 worth. 

Te story connected with the burning 
of the house is a strange one and is the 
result of a strong desire for revenge on 
the part of Deutrich, the Swiss youth, it 
is charged. 

Some time ago Mrs. J. B. Scarratt con- 
ducted a boarding house on Forsyth street, 
One of her boarders was Mrs. Peutrich, 


the mother of the boy who is .ow faced 
with the serious charge of incendiarism. 
Mrs. Deutrich went to Tampa, Fla., and 


requested Mrs. Scarratt to keep the boy 


for two weeks until she could return. 

In the meantime Mrs. Scarratt discon- 
tinued her boarding house and went to live 
with her son, Mr. Charles Scarratt, at 142 
Gunset avenue. At the end of two weeks 
gothing was heard of Mrs. Deutrich and 
a letter was sent to her, asking her to 
furnish transportation to Tampa for her 
Aon. She replied that she would have noth- 
ing further to do with him, and that if 
Mrs. Scarratt desired to get rid of him, she 
would have to see the Swiss consul. 

Fargino Deutrich is a native of Switz- 
erland and has not yet learned to speak 
English. His father is a member of the 
Fifth regiment United States band, now 
stationed at Fort McPherson. The father 
was appealed to, but would have nothing to 
do with the boy. So it was that the young 
fellow was left with Mrs. Scarratt. 

On Friday aternoon, it is said, he stole 
@ watch from some member of the family, 
and on having been detected was chastised. 
This caused him to become moody and 
he seemed to be in a bad humor. 

Yesterday morning Mrs. Scarratt told 
him to go and bring some kindling and 
light a fire. This he refused to do, but 
left the room. Later he wes heard to 
come down the stairs and went to Mrs. 
Scarratt and told her the house was on 
fre. It was then noticed that the roof 


“was on fire, and that the hlaze had orig- 


inated in an upstairs room, where there 
was stored a large quantity of household 
furniture, 

On coming from this room Deutrich want 
to his room and removed his clothing and 
bed and succeeded in saving his yersonal 
belongings, 

The other inmates of the house were 
unable to save any of their belongings. 

The circumstances surrounding tne case 
made it appear that Deutrich had set fire 
to the house, and it is said by some that 
he admitied having done it. He was taken 
in charge by Call Officer Tom Ivy and 
carried to the police barracks. 

While Deutrich appears to be idiotic, it 
is said this is caused by the fact that he 
cannot speak English and has had little or 
no education. Mr. Scarratt will make no

IN JAIL: FOR COUNTERFEITING 


Jasper County Man Bound Over and 
Sent Here. 


WAS ARRESTED AT HIS WEDDING 


Just Before the Clandestine Ceremony 
He Was Taken by a Federal 
Officer. 


LYSSES 8. GARRISON, of Jasper, 
[J Ga., is intel haat county jail, 

charged wit! buying his marriage 
license with two counterfeit dollars and 
with being a counterfeiter. 


Garrison is the man who was arrested 
for counterfeiting just twenty minutes be- 


tfore his marriage was to take place. There 


is much of romance in his remarkable 
story and up at Jasper his sweetheart is 
waiting for him to prove his innocence s0 
that he may go back and wed her. 

And Garrison swears by all that is holy 
that his sweetheart will swear that he was 
with her on the day when it is charged 
he made counterfeit molds. He said yes- 
terday that he could prove his innocence 
by her. Garrison’s arrest was one of those 
remarkable and pathetic affairs that only 
happen in north Georgia among the pic- 
tureSque people whose characters are made 
up of rugged love of freedom and fearless 
disregard of law. H says that his sweet- 
heart’s mother instigated his arrest t§ 
prevent the marriage. He told of the 
trouble as he stood in his cell at the jail 
yesterday morning. 

‘{ had loved Miss Capes all my life,” said 
he. ‘‘We had been raised within a mile of 
each other there at Jasper and have been 
sweethearts all our lives. We had sworn 
to marry when we grew old enough and 
last fall I toid her that I thought the 
time had come when we ought to unite the 
two lives that had been running side by 
side for so long. So we agreed to marry 
last Sunday two weeks ago. 

“Mrs. Cape objected to her daughter 
marrying: me, because she heard that I had 
been a kind of wild fellow. I knew that we 
could never marry at her house and so I 
told my sweetheart that we would meet at 
Mr. Jones’s house, in Jasper, after church 
and marry. She said she would meet me 
at church and that we could go to Mrs 
Jones's and marry. Well, I made all the 
arrangements and bought the _ license. 
About 9 o’clock I walked down town and 
was waiting for her. I had been there an 
hour or more and it was nearly time for 
her to come to be married. 

“Before I knew it Lee Capes, the United 
States deputy marshal, walked in and told 
me he had come to arrest me. I asked him 
what for and he said for counterfeiting. 
This surprised me, but I had to go, so I 
just pulled out my license and asked Mr. 
Jones to drop them in his trunk until I 
called for them. I hated to go awful bad 
because as he carried me away I saw my 
sweetheart coming down the atreet to 
marry me. . 

“The young girl’s mother had heard of 
my getting the license and she got the 
officer to arrest me. Lee Capes, @ cousin 
of my sweetheart, arrested me. 

“No, I ain’t guilty. Ves Stepp was 
brought from the chaingang to swear 
against me and he said he saw me making 
counterfe!t molds on the second, Sunday in 
November. I can prove that I was at 
church with Miss Capes on that day. I can 
prove this by her and lots of the boys and 
girls. Ves Stepp is in the chaingang on 
several charges. He did not swear the 
truth. 

“T will get out when I am tried and then 
I will go back and marry my sweetheart, 
who is waiting for me.” 

Garrison is accused of being ring-leader 
of a big gang of counterfeiters who have 
circulated counterfeit dollars all over 
Pickens county. His case has won a 
national reputation because of the tinge 
of romance. The St. Louis Globe-Democrat 
had a long illustrated article about the 
matter, charging that Carrison bought his 
marriage license with bogus money. 

This charge Garrison denies, He says he 
can account for every day of his time last 
year. ' 


EXTRA SESSION HAS ENDED. 


F'ennessee Legislators Have Put in 
Twenty Days of Work. 
Nashville, Tenn., February 5.—(Spectal.)— 
The twenty days’ extra session of the gen- 
fral assembly ended today. Only two 

general bills became laws. 

One of them simply reaffirms the authori- 
ty given the railroad commissioners at the 
regular session to assess railroad, telephone 
and telegraph property for taxation. The 
other amends the revenue law so as to re- 
lieve general merchants from paying cigar 
stand tax, and puts a privilege tax on cir- 
cuses., 

All the other bills passed are local and 
affect Nashville, Memphis, Bolivar and 
Martin. 

A bill placing a privilege tax of $550 on 
tradimg stamp agencies, and $250 on mer- 
chants using the stamps, was vetoed by 
the governor because the subject was not 
in his call. 

Bilis to ratify and approve the railroad 
assessments are made by the commission, 
which are now in litigation; and to back 
tax and back assess railroad, telephone and 
telegraph property were rejected. 

A joint resolution was adopted authoriz- 
ing the boards of equalizers and assessors 
and the attorney general to compromise 
the litigation with the railroads.

MOVING SUPPLIES’ TO ALASKA. 


‘United States Government Expedition 
Starts from Oregon. 

Portland, Ore., February 5.—The expedi- 
tion Which the United States government 
is sending into the interior of Alaska with 
supplies for the relief of miners who are 
reported to be in want sailed for Dyea to- 
night on the steamship George W. Elder. 

The steamship has 350 passengers, fifty- 
one of whom are officers and enlisted men 
of the army, who will act as escort to 
the pack train, which it is expected will 
carry the relief supplies over the passes. 
About 200 tons of provisions were forward- 
ed by the wovernment from here, and in 
addition a supply will go from Seattle in 
a few days. 

Brigadier General Merriam, commanding 
the department of the Columbia, who has 
€eneral supervision of preparing the expe- 
dition, has assigned Major L. H. Rucker, 
Fourth cavalry, to the command o? the re- 
lief expedition, ‘Major Rucker has been in 
Alaska for several weeks and has taken 
temporary station at Dyea, where he has 
established a camp and supply department. 

General Merriam expects to go to Alaska 
on the steamer Oregon, which is schedu!ed 
to sail from here February 8th, and from 
Dyea he wilJl direct affairs until the ex- 
ped.tion is started over the pasées. 

he government has let a contract to 
the Snow and Ice ‘Transportation Corh- 
pany, of Chicago, for carrying 150 tons of 
@upplies from Dyea to Dawson City, but 
as the paraphernalia of the company has 
not yet arrived on the Pacific coast, it is 
probable General Merriam will push on a 
portion of the suppiies by pack train to 
Lake Lebarge, and there build boats on 
which to carry the supplies down the 
Yukon, 

It is expected that the five hundred rain- 
deer brought from Norway by the gov- 
ernment will be landed in Alaska within a 
month, and if possible, additional supples 
will be taken on with them.

The man went away and continued to 
drink. He was boarding at the Bachelor's 
Domain, and yesterday morning Mrs, Car- 
rie Marshall, the housekeeper, sent Wil- 
Ham Mozie to Haralson’s room to cean it 
up. Haralson picked up a water hose and 
insisted upon giving the negro boy a show- 
er bath The weather was too cold for 
a sprinkle, and he and the boy had a tussle 
over the hose. Mrs. Marshall, hearing the 
noise, ran into the room, and then it was 
that Haralson snatched the hose from the 
boy, and advancing upon Mrs. Marshall, 
exclaimed:

With this, he struck her over the head 
with the heavy brass nozzle. The blow 
severed an artery and it was feared fora 
while that the woman would bleed to death. 
She was dangerously injured and Haral- 
son’s assault came very near being a mur- 
der. 

He Continues His Fight.

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LATTER KNOWN IN ATLANTA 


Carlton’s Conclusions, While No 
Doubt Sincere, Are Incorrect, as 
Blanther Was Here. 


“There ts far greater reason for belleving 
that Blanther murdered the Lamont and 
Williams girls than that they came to 
their death at the hands of Theodore 
Durrant.” 

This is the statement made by Mr. C. C. 
Carlton, the well-known Washington news~- 
paper correspondent, who has just return- 
ed from Texas, where he has been investi- 
gating the murdér of the girls for which 
Durrant was recently hanged. Mr. Carlton 
says he is almost certain that the murder 
was committed by Bilaniher, and he de- 
clares that there is far more reason in 
this latter theory than in the charge that 
Durrant was the murderer. 

W. E. Bilanther was well known in At- 
lanta, where he went under the name of 
Artnur D. Forbes. He was a large com- 
mission merchant and did business on 
North Pryor street. Hs was a large cus- 
tomer of Kellv Bros. & Co, and bought 
goods extensively from other merchants of 
the city. 

The bank books show that Blanther, or 
Forbes, was in. Atlanta on the day that 
the Lamont and Williams girls were Killed 
in San Francisco. The books of Kelly 
Bros, & Co. show this fact, but Mr. Cariton 
believes there was another Blanther, and 
that the Blanther in Atlanta was not the 
Blanther in Texas who confessed that he 
was the real murderer of the girls of the 
Pacific slope. 

Mr. C. C. Carlton has just returned from 
a trip to Texas, where he went with Louis 
P. Boardman, the San Francisco lawyer, 
who was counsel for Durrant, lately hang- 
ed for the murder of Blanche Lamont. Mr, 
Carlton Says: 

“Mir. Boardman believed that when Dur- 
rant paid the death penalty an innocent 
man went to a most ignominious fate. He 
thoughi fromthe beginning that there Was 
a great deal in the contession of Joseph 
kK. Blanther, who was arrested in ‘Texas 
for the murder of Mrs. Longfeldt, an aged 
woman in San Francisco, and who com- 
mitted suicide while in the jail at Meridian, 
Tex. I went to see tor myself what éould 
be learned in regard to Bianther’s alleged 
confession, and after a most thorough in- 
vestigation of the man’s antecedents, and 
of the circumstances attending his con- 
fession, 1 am bound to declare that there 
is far greater reagon for believing that 
Blanther murdered the Lamont and Wil- 
liams girls than that they came to death 
at the hands of Theodore Durrant. 

‘This fellow Blanther was a degenerate. 
He was the son ot a German nobleman, 
but was forced tp leave kis native land 
for disereceful conduct.

But he was being trailed for the murder 
on the Pacific coast, and was landed in 
jail at Mer'dian on suspicion. While im- 
prisoned he committed suicide. A fellow- 
prisoner, named Pitts, some time after- 
wards, found in the pockets of his coat a 
letter written by Blanther confessing to 
the killing of the two girls. Pitts had no 
the world in manufacturing 
such a document, and he told me a straight- 
forward, natural story about it when I 
went to see him on his farm.

The Fifth infantry, United States army, | 
has just completed a most successful and 
dnteresting march through those portions 
of northern Georgia, where, thirty-three 
years ago, General Sherman astonished the 
world by his sp-endid strategy and audaci- 
ous flanking movements and Joe Johnston 
by his brilliant and superb defensive tac- 
tics. 

About four miles from Atlanta is Fort 
McPherson, garrisoned by the Fifth in- 
fantry, under command of Co!onel H. C. 
Cook. The regiment, fully armed and 


“the post to the tune of “The Girl I Lfet 
Behind Me’’ for its march of 129 miles, the 
destination being Chickamauga Park, just 
south of @hattanooga. Every soldier was 
eager to behold the historic ground ren- 
dered famous the world over as the ccene 
of deeds unsurpassed by soldiers of any 
age. We marched through the streets of 
Atlanta in column of platoons, with our 
band at the head of the column, and re- 


ning the sidewalks. 

Our first camp was made at Bolton, dis- 
fant from the city about njne miles, making 
thirteen miles as the day’sS march. ae 

Peachtree creek empties into the Chatta- 
hoochee near this point and it was just 
above that the army of the Cumberland 
crossed the river on July 17th and 18th, 
4, and afterwards on July 20th fought 
the battle of Peachtree creek, where Hocd, 

Who had suceeeded Johnston in command 
of the confederate forces, made his unsuc- 
cessful ‘‘supreme effort’ to drive back the 
union army, which was so completely in- 
vesting Atlanta. We passed the tree on 
this day’s march under which Johnston 
turned over the command to Hood on July 
With. The day had been hot and dusty, but 
no man fell out of the ranks, exéept one 
poor fellow who had been imbibing too 
freely the night before and who found that 
@ southern sun and a too free use of in- 
toxicating beverages do not harmonize. 

We made a camp a little beyond Mari- 
etta and slept In close proximity to the 
graves of some 20,000 union soldiers and in 
the shadow of Kennesaw mountain, where 
Sherman fiung his devoted soldiers against 
impregnable walls, making one of the few 
m‘stakes of his military career, for he 
ehowed later that it was possible to gain 
by strategy what could not be gained by 
force. 

As considerable interest surrounded the. 
trial of the emergency rations it is fitting 
here to glance at the experiment. I have 
already at the head of this article men‘ion- 


ed the precise nature of the rations und 
the names of the officers who res'sted all 
overtures of tempting morse's, being on

sick after the second day, probably on ac- 
count of the concentration in the food. 
Major Taylor states that no man was ren- 
dered sick enough to go on sick report, but 
that only twenty-eight men out of the two 
companies lived on the emergency ration 
alone during the five days, and he is not 
sure but what this number is much too 
great.

meal and day after day, requires something 
to tone the men’s stomachs.

To 
every camp country people brought in 
their produce in the shape of chickens, 
eggs, milk, vegetables, fruits, etc. Could 
it be expected that men would confine 
themselves to the little when, almost for 
the asking, they could live in plenty? It 
was asking too much of human nature. No 
practical test of this ration can be made 
except in a country where jt will be impos- 
sible for men to provide themselves with 
anything else. 

After talking over the ration with men 
having practical experience in the norzh, 
west and south I would suggest that malt- 
ed milk, which is put up in concentrated

I must not forget one incident of our pas- 
sage through Marietta. On the porch of @ 
very fine looking old house, setting far 
back from the road in a grove of stately 
oaks, sat an old lady and gentleman.. At 
the gate a group of children stood with 4 
number of negro servantg Tied to the 
gatepost was a short pole from which 
floated a home-made “Old Giory.’’ This 
was the first flag we had seen, either in 
Atlanta or along the road, since leaving 
MaPherson. The band was stopped. They 
had been playing “Dixte,”” but the music 
was changed to “Hail Columbia.” We 
gave a “marching salute” to the flag and 
to its owners as We passed by. This inci- 
dent left memories very different from 
those of an occurrence in Cassville, where 
a confederate flag. was flaunted in our 
faces. 

The next day at 5:30 a. m. we were on 
the march again and soon the shadow of 
Kennesaw was left far behind. Big Shan- 
ty, the scene of the daring Anderson raid, 
when a locomotive—the “General’’—was 
stolen, was the first point of interesc 
reached. 

Our camp at night was on Allatoona 
pass and mountain. Our march brought us 
to the world-renowned Allatoona, which 
Sherman had won early in June, 184. It 
was a place of such importance as a place 
for supplies that Sherman, after its cap- 
ture in June, fortified it strongly and left 
a small garrison to defend it. After the 
fall of Atlanta, when Hood was making 
his famous movement toward Sherman’s 
rear and into Tennessee, he sent General 
French, with his division, against it in 
order to capture 2,700,000 rations, which 
were stored there, together with other sup- 
plies, 

Learning of Hood’s movement Sherman, 
who was at Vining’s Station. on the West- 
ern and Atlantie railroad, sent a message 
from the nearby signal station 9n McRae’s 
hill to the one on the crest of Kennesaw, 
thence over the heads of the confederate 
army in Sherman’s rear ‘‘through the sky’’ 
to the signal stat.on on -Allatoona Leights, 
begging that General John M. Corse, at 
Rome, Ga., hasten to Allatoona with his 
command to re-enforce the garrison. Corse 
received the message, started at once with 
his smallacommand, and after a march of 
about nifty miles, arrived just after the 
fight had ‘begun. 

During the early part of the fight Gen- 
eral Sherman, who by this t.me was on 
the top of Kennesaw, ordered other re- 
inforcements forward from his main line, 
and succeeded in exchanging messages 
With the signal station in Allatoona, From 
these messages and the attendant thrilling 
circumstances have come the gospel hymn, 
“Hold the Fort for I am Coming,’”’ which 
is sung wherever the English language is 
spoken. Corse did held the fort aguinst 
fearful odds, less than 2,000 against a 
division, and soon thereafter, owing to 
the approach of the reinforcements, the 
enemy w.thdrew. 

Near the railway track, just as it emerg- 
es lfuim the iivPlucrn ena oi the pass, there 
is a lone grave. ‘This is the iast resting 
place of a confederate soidier, who was 
Wuried where ie teli. For some years past 
the track hands of the Western and Atlan- 
tic have held this grave under their special 
charge. Whenever their per.odic ruounas 
bring them there they see tnat the grave is 
Kept ciear of rubbish and weeds and that 
the head and footstones are tirm., On the 
marble headstone is cut the folio wing in- 
Scription: 

? AN 
Unknown Hero. 

He died for the cause . 
He thought was right. 

Our march this day carried us through 
the mowunta.ns and-camp found us at Cass 
Station. The day had been hot and dusty, 
with not a breath of wind to drive the aust 
away. 

The next day, Sunday, the command re- 
mained in camp. We loafed luxurianiily, 
for we had earned the rest. 

Monday’s march was made without dis- 
cOmfort of any kind, After passing the 
mountains we came to an agr.cultural 
country of superior pretensions. This 
night we camped at Adairsville. where we 
had rain, promising easy marching on the 
morrow. Up to this time we nad been 
traveling by easy stages of eleven, thir- 
teen and fifteen miles, but the succeeding 
day was to try us somewhat, taking us 
from Adairsville to within a mile of Resa- 
ca, making a march of seventeen and one- 
half miles; the extra two and a half miles 
seeming more, far more, than double that 
distance, for after leaving Calhoun the 
sun came out with double fury and the 
dust was stifling. 

By this time the regiment had on its 
marching shoes and heat and dust, al- 
though uncomfortable, had no terrors. 10r 
the hardy men of the Fifth. Mile after 
mile was added to the number marched, 
and although fatigued, the soldiers plod- 
ded bravely on. A few men had been sent 
home sick, and now we had with us the 
pick of the regiment, which no amount of 
hard work could tire out. At every town 
the band struck up an inspiring air, while 
the regiment stepped along as though on 
parade, 

The following day we had reached a 
point two and one-half miles beyond Dal- 
ton, whicb, in May, 1844,-was the best for- 
tified place in the United States, but whose 
fortificat:‘ons availed nothing against the 
generalship of the great Sherman... Again, 
after making camp, we had a host of vis- 
itors, whom we treated to a first-class ccn- 
cert, followed by guard mounting. 

The morning of -October l4th found us 
in the pass, with the famous Rocky-face 
to our right and the bloody Buzzard’s 
roost on our left. 

The next day we crossed Chickamauga 
creek at Reed’s bridge, where was fired 
the first shot of that celebrated battie, 
and by noon were in camp on the famed 
Dyer field, which was to be our home for 
the ensuing week. 

During our week in camp we had one day 
of heavy rain. While in camp we had sev- 
eral proklems to solve, such as how best 
to defend the fords and bridges and how 
to attack certain points. Every day dur- 
ing the march we had practical soldiering 
of some kind to do; advance and rear 
guards, flankers, or defense of bridges 
while troops were crossing. 

On October 22d we broke our camp of a 
week and started on our homeward march, 
leaving the park by way of Alexander’s 
bridge. The road to Ringgold was not 
good and was a mile or two longer than 
the one we had taken on our outward trip, 
but what was a mile or two to us now? 
We had become hardened to marching.

In the first place, the gpnlisted force must not be afraid of work and discom- 
fort; they must do hard, dirty work at all times. 
They must forego most of the coniparative comforts that fall to men doing 


duty on ships: they must possess knowledge, education and attainments to 


fit 


them for handling complicated machinery and weapons. 


Above all, they must be men of nerve, for even in these piping 


times of 


peace the smallest error in handling the machinery means death to them below, 
and a horrible death by steam scalding at that. They know this, and they know 
that they must stick to their posts no matter what the emergency. 


In war their duty fs to drive home a torpedo attack 


and then to take the 


chance of escape fram death by shot, steam and water that is left them. The 


» chance is very small. 


When a torpedo boat reveals herself by the splash of her torpedo, and thus; 


places herself under the searchlights of the enemy and therefore under his fire 
at close range, a fire of a couple of hundred shots a minute, any one of which 
will stop ther, her chance of escape is almost nil. 

In fact, as an army friend described the duty: “It’s what soldiers would call 
a forlorn hope—d—d much forlorn, and d—n little hope at that.” 

How to kill and how to die must be learned in the trade of war. A knowl- 
edge of the latter is considered more important than the former. 

Men are trained to kill effectively; they are disciplined to die properly. The 


men on the flotilla know how 
can be relied on to do the latter.

In a recent trip of a torpedo boat across 
the Atlantic it was found imposs ble for 
days at a time to light a fire in the cook's 
quarters.

Every one on board 
during rough weather was hurled from 
side to side of the narrow steel tube until 
all were a mass of Druises and contusions. 
To cap their troubles they slept with the

The discomforts in time of peace are bad 
enough, but in war times the torpedo boats 
may well be called the forlorn hope of the 
fleet. 

Enough has been seen of the dangers 
to show what small chance there is of the 
boat’s crew living through a torpedo duel. 
The most tragical event of recent naval 
battles in which a torpedo boat took part 
occurred on the night following the bat- 
tle of Yalu, when the Chinese ships had 
sought shelter in a convenient bay with 
only a small outlet the sea. Through 
this opening a torpedo boat stole during 
the night to the attack. The commander 
of the Chinese Ting-yuen, and a 
number of his crew were on deck expecting 
some attack. Wihen signaled by other ves-

sels that the torpedo boat had been signht- 
ed the Ting-yuen began to fire in the di- 
rection from whence she came. The smoke 
from the guns made it imposs%>le to 
the attacking boat and the command was 
given to cease firing. The Chinese com- 
mander next discovered the torpedo boat 
about half a mile d@stant, coming at full

She succeeded in discharging her deadly 
missile the chances of her getting away 
afterwards were few.

So certain fs it that s!im chances of Hv- 
ing can -be expected by the officers and 
crew of a torpedo boat, that it has come 
to be an accepted estimate that. 00 to 80 
per cent of the torpedo boats engaged in 
attacking cruisers and battleships will go 
to the bottom with every soul on board. It

How They Will Start About Buuiaing | 
Up a Thrifty Settlement Down 
Among the Marshes. 


Brunswick, Ga., February 4.—(Special.)— 
For $30,000 cash the Shakers Community 
Company, of Union Village, O., have bought 
from foreign owners property in Glynn, 
rated before the war at $600,000. 

The deal consummated Wednesday and 
noted in these dispatches brings Georgia 
and Glynn county a colony rated at $10,- 


SHAKER COLONY | 


£00,000. Seven of the Shakers, headed by 
Dr. J. R. Slingerland, are now occupying 
their new possession. Elder Slingerland is 
a minister and trustee of the } 
ciety of Shakers, of Union \ illage, O. He 
says that afier a year’s prospecting he has 
found in Glynn the finest soil and most de- 
lichtful climate in the United States. The 
first purchase consists of 10,00 acres of 
land with buitdings. 

Before the war the lands were the most 
productive in ‘the south. The Shakers will 
reclaim these lands. Later more extensive 
purchases will be made and in time the 
entire Shaker settlements of. the north and 
will move into Georgia. This means 
a colony of working people who will raise 
fine stock and grow every known product 
of ‘the soil that this section ‘is adapted to. 
It means that a colony eclipsing the Fitz- 
gerald plan in magnitude is gradually to 
take possession of southwest Georgia and 
develop it. Their present purciase includes 
the ancestral homes of the Corbins and 
Coupers, which have a place in Georgia s 
history that tells of the days of magnifi- 
cence and extravagances of before the war. 
They are Altama and Hopeton plantations, 
Adjoining Altama and in the same tract is 
Hopeton, Aitama’s sister home. Both of 
these are beautiful places on the Allamaha 
river seme thirteen miles from 3runswick. 
Tihey were formerly the winter homes of 
James Hamilton Couper and John Couper. 
Both were noted in the earlier history of 
this state. James Hamilton Couper lived 
at Altama and John Couper at Hopeton. 
On a broad level field receding from the 
banks of the Altamaha, the ruins of John 
Couper’s former mansion Tlise towering 
above the tree tops. On the one single hill 
in Glynn county the mansion, formerly the 
home of James Hamilton Couper, now 
stands overlooking the Altamaha, massive 
in ity grandeur and a silent witness to the 
glories of the past. It is this present man- 
sion that the Shakers are now renovating 
and will soon inibabit. Hopeton and Alta- 
ma were first Opened in 15i5. They were 
orig nally intended for sugur plantations 
and for several years sugar cane was cul- 
tivated; afier which cotton was the chief 
crop and then came rice. After years 
passed James Hamilton Couper became sole 
owner and with the band there ulso passed 
into his possession 79) slaves. His first 
work was the clearing and ditching of 1,600 
acres of swamp land and this added to his 
old fields gave him a rice plantation of im- 
mense proportions. Simultaneously with 
the first planting of this’ new plantation 
eKtensive rice works were added to the su- 
gar mills and for forty odd years James 
Hamilton Couper managed his place alone. 
In 1868 it came into possession Mr. R. W. 
Corbin, of 7 <Avenue Kleber, Paris, 
yfance. Couper's residences at AltaMa and 
Hopeton were the social headquarters for 
all the rice planters and moneyed men of 
this section. When the crops had been 
harvested people gathered from all parts 
of the country to enjoy the hospitality of 
the Coupers. The mansion nw standing at 
Airtama and its sister one before the fire 
at Hopeton is two. stories high, built of 
brick and marble and is a marvel of ar- 
On.tectural skill, while strength and dura- 
bility are prominent features of its con- 
struction.

It is the 
Walk Away. Couper’s once famed racing 
shell, which with its crew of eight trained 
Slaves has distanced the Pearce Butler, 
King Cotton, Sunny South and Randolph¢ 
Spaiding’s famous sisell, Sapelo. These 
were noted boats in former days. On the 
Altamaha the planters’ regattas were held 
each year, and those dates marked the 
arrival of many yachts bearing spectators 
from all the southland. 

Never did Yale or Harvard crews pull 
harder to distance one another than did 
these slave crews of the Aitamaha, and 
the waters of this historic old stream have 
often echoed with the victorious shouts of 
the onlookers as their favorites shot safe- 
ly over the line. 

It is this spot that the Shakers now call 
their own and they will make it blossom 
like the rose again under the invigorating 
touch of industry and thrift.

| WADE ANSWERS FRANCISCO 


a Says That Municipal Lighting Should 
-- Be Tested. 


ASK FOR BIDS, HE SUGGESTS 


' Gives the Electric Plant at the Water- 
works as an Instance of the City’s 
| ‘Ability ‘To Economize. , 


Editor Consitftution—-The disposition 
ev.-ywhere so manifest on the part of ad- 
vocates of the contract system for light- 
ing cities with electricity to run into per- 
BOnalities is greatly to be deprecated. But 
it shows the weakness of their cause. Mr. 
Francisco has gone out of his way to at- 
tack me personally. I have a right to 
defend myself, and he cannot complain ir 
I do so vigorously. ‘ 

There never was any concealment of 
who I am, or what my business is, and not 
only the mayor and members of the city 
council, but the entire public in the city 
of Atlanta knew when I was appointed 
on the committee, and when reading every- 
thing that emanater from me on the sub- 
Ject that I was engaged in the business of 
furnishing electrical machinery and sup- 
Plies, and therefore they were prepared to 
judge of the merits of what 1 said from 
that standpoint. — 

But now, how was it with Mr. Francisco? 
The first article was written without his 
6tating his residence, but as if he was a 
citizen residing in Atlanta and interested 
as one of her people. The next article he 
Wrote Was printed in the newspapers un- 
der the caption “Rutland, Va.’’ But when 
prodded on this subject, his last article 
comes out in its true colors, and is headed 
from Rutland, Vermont. And we have 
now ascertained that Mr. Francisco is at 
the head of an eliectrio light plant selling 
electric lights to the city where he lives 
@t $ic9 per light per annum. It also ap- 
pears that for the last eight or nine years 
he has been one of the most vehement, 
one-sided and partisan advocates against 
‘municipal ownership of electric light plants. 
He has probably written more, and said 
more, and is more biased and blind to the 
truth on that side of the question, than 
@ny other man in the Unitea States. He 
cannot see straight, and certainivy cannot 
fwrite straight on the subject. For in- 
stance, his comment on the experience of 
Springfiela, ill., is outrageousiy garbled, 
and misrepresents the facts, as the reader 
will see by correct quotations given below: 

Mr. Francisco says in his lasc letter that 
Zam biased against the Georgia Electric 
Light Company, of Atlanta. How does he 
know that? Who could have told him 
anything about it, or would have told him? 
Jt certainly does look as if his article was 
inspired from Atlanta. 1 deny, however, 
that I am biased or prejudiced against our 
electric light company, and on the contrary 
@ssert that I have every disposition and 
enileavor to do them justice. 

If we grant that there is a dispute as to 
dhe relative economy of the two systems, 
why not test it? 

The method now in progress is merely 
to have a report from a disinterested elec- 
trical engineer, one who is not biased by 
being a contractor on the one hand, and 
who is also not biased by being the owner 
of an electric light plant. What on earth 
is the reason. that the Georgia Electric 
Light Company ard Mr. Francisco are 
go bent and determined not to let 
test be made? They say that the city 
cannot do any better in the way of price 
than what they now furnish ‘the city. 
Thousands of the best citizens in Atlanta 
take issue with them on this subject. Now, 
why not test it by having plans drawn, 
and calling for bids, when the figures will 
come in that will show who is right about 
St? All that the committee of which I am 
@ member claimed, and all they recom- 
mended to tlie city council was to make 
this test. There can be but one reason why 
the electric light people object so bitterly 
to have the test made, namely: They 
have a very profitable contract with the

their official action. 

I make below some corrections of Mr.

These figures are taken from the official 
documents sent out by the Citizens’ Elec- 
tric Light Company in Springfield, and I 
will leave the trial balances on file in the 
mayor's office subject to inspection and 
examination by the electric Mght people 
or any citizen or party concerned.

‘The best authority on the expediency of 
municipal ownership is public experience. 
Fortunately that teacher has given abund- 
anee of instruction on this subject.” 

The only exception which is cited by in- 
terested corporations is, that of Philadel- 
phia, where a political conspiracy succeed- 
ed in wrecking a successful enterprise and 
and turning it over to a private syndi- 
Cace. it 

Professor Frank Parsons, in “Arena, 
compares ten principal cities owning their 
own electric light plants with a like num- 
ber of the largest cities getting light by 
private contract, the average price in tne 
ten owning their plants being $63.40 per 
lamp, and the average in the ten by private 
contract being $119.40, a difference, of $56 
per lamp in favor of municipal ownership. 

The most thorough investigation into 
the subiect of electric lighting in the United 
States is that made by a committee of ex- 
pert engineers last year, representing the 
American Society of Municipal Improve- 
ments. The committee consisted of City 
Engineer Cappelen, of Minneapolis; Chief 
Electrician Cabot, of CMmCinnati, and Con- 
sulting Electrical Engineer Brown, of 
Newark. The investigation was most ex- 
haustive, and occupied one year’s time.

It is apparent to the most — o f 
server that municipal owhersnip and opera 
tlon of public functions and natural rane 
‘nopolies has come to stay and that - tim 
it will extend over the whore fie now 
covered by franchises to private aya | 
tions. It is simply a matter of time re 
local conditions. Asa precaution for politi- 
cal safety municipal offices should be 
placed upon a civil service basis sO as to 
take them out of practical politics, and 
this is being done. It is proper that muni- 
cipal ownership should come gradually and 
be governed by the acquired experience of 
the city that undertakes It. 

The principal objection which fs utged 
against municipal ownership, namely the 
political danger, is answered by the fact 
that those cities which have han the most 
extensive experience in municipal owner- 
ship are known to possess, at this time, the 
purest and best governments in the muni- 
cipal world. This result doubtiess follows 
frem the fact that municipal ownership 
eliminates from city politics the powerful 
franchise corporations which so often find 
to own and operate the city 
government in order to reap the largest 
returns upon watered stocks and bonds. 
The great political question in the cities of 
America today is whether the city eshall 
own and operate public service functions or 
the publie service corporations shall own 
ard run the city.

Wounded in the Imagination. 
Frem The New York Svn. 

The wenderful effect of the imagination 
upon the mind of man has been demon- 
Strated repeatedly by persons who are 
willing to experiment. Speaking of this 
peculiarity, a physician who was for many 
years connected with the Charity hospital, 
gave a striking illustration in the course 
of a conversation with a Sun reporter in 
the medical building on Baronne street. 

“As you Know,” began the physician, “TI 
have long taken an interest in gunshot 
wounds of the abdomen, and have follow- 
ed the treatment of some very complicated 
cases. I was in my room at the hospital 
One day when an ambulance surgeon came 
to me and said.that a man suffering from 
a gunshot wound had been brought in for 
treatment. Like 90 per cent of such cases, 
he was colored, for the southern negroes, 
unlike their northern brethren, have more 
faith in the pistol than in the razo:, and 
prefer to shoot a rival in love or buginess 
to the more laborious method of carving, 
so much in vogue north of the Mason and 
Dixon's line. The wounded man, a big 
athletic chap of thirty, was stretched upon 
a couch, and at first glance his time seem- 
ed to have come to leave the world. He 
waa breathing laboriously, and the ashen 
stamp of death was apparent in his face. 
I asked him where he had been wounded, 
and he placed his hand wpon the left. side 
of his abdemen, where the blood showed 
plainly upon the light material of which 
his clothing was made. He had all the 
symptoms of a man bleeding to death as 
il stripped him for a more critical exami- 
nation. 

“When I got a good look at the wound 
I found it a mere tear of the flesh, not 
much more than skin deep, from which 
the blood was flowing quite freely. I saw 
that the bullet had been deflected by some- 
thing and told the negro to stand up. He

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ATLANTA WOMEN T 
THE CITY SHOULD CELEBRATE 


They Say Atlanta Is Too Large a City and: Has: Accomplished 
Too Much To Allow a Semi-Centennial Celebra- 
tion To Be a Small Affair 


By Isma Dooly. ———_——~ 


The announcement that the celebration of 
the semi-centennial may be postponed will 
assure its celebration, when it does occur, 
@ppropriate pomp and dignity. 

Though no organized plan has been sug- 
gested as the exact manner of observing 
the seml-centennial, the publiic-spirited 
women of Atlanta are deeply interested 
fm the matter and will do their part to- 
ward making the occasion memorable al- 
ways in the life of the city. 

A pioneer citizen, in discussing the wo- 
man's side of the semi-centennial, remark- 
ed- that the part they had played in the 
city’s progress and its present develop- 
ment was not only characteristic of the 
@outhern woman, but of the American 
woman. 

“Since the days of the revolution,”’ he said 
“the women of this country have been an 
inspiration to, and active workers in, its 
glorious achievements, and history has 
been remiss in failing to bring out, in 
chronicles of the nation’s prosperity, the 
all-powerful force women have been. They 
have espoused and mothered the great 
principles marking the phenomenal prog- 
ress of our republic and I do not beiieve 
there is another country in the civilized 
world where the women have been more 
potent factors in its development with 
the same womanly spirit as that exempli- 
fied by the women of our nation.”” The 
@ame spirit evinced by the women of the 
revolutionary days, repeated itself in that 
manifested by the women of the south 
during the bitter time of the civil war. 
“There is no doubt,’’ resumed Atlanta’s re- 
epected pioneer, “that the women of the 
gsouthland, by their unwavering bravery 
and encouragement to the soldiers of the 
confederacy, sustained the continuance of 
the war its last year. Had it not been 
for their maintenance of the hospitals, 
their contributions of clothing, fuel and 
food, and above all, their = self-acrifice 
and patriotism, defeat would have been 
more disastrous than it was. Then when 
the climax did come and a new life pre 
sented itself in the realization of wrecked 
fortunes, impoverished homes and families 
bereft of protection in the loss of fathers, 
brothers and husbands, the women of the 
confederacy but continued their ¢onfiict 
in their battle of self-sacrifice and not 
only laid the foundation, but have been a 
constant inspiration to the upbullding of 
the new south. No example could be given 
more typical of the progress of the new 
country than the history of Atlanta since 
the war, while an accurate account of just 
what part the women of the city have 
taken in its upbuilding would not only 
entitle them to recognition in 
the ceremonies of the semi-centennfal, 
but it would also entitle them _ to 
a voice in every feature making up the 
glory of the occasion. The centennial 
should be the greatest event yet known in 
the life of the city, and the women should 

‘make the occasion memorable in the histo- 
ry of Atlanta for all time to come.” 

A prominent woman, discussing the sem!- 
centennial in an enthusiastic vein, remark- 
€d that such a celebration should be not 
only an anniversary marked by formal cer- 
emonies, but a series of fete days in which 
the exercises might be carried on with 
pomp and brilliancy. She suggested that 
the women of the city should be called to- 
e@cether en masse, leaders selected, commit- 
tees appointed and the representative wo- 
men of Atlanta, old and young, organized 
into a body that could not be other than a 
powerful factor in any undertaking. 

“Just what the women of Atlanta can 
do,” said Mrs, William R. Hammond, “‘may 
be seen in the part they have taken in the 
religious and philanthropic upbuilding of 
the city. The history of Atlanta churches 
is an interesting and praiseworthy story of 
the energy, enterprise and pluck of women, 
for the funds building them were realized 
through the united and individual efforts of 
women in church work. Again, the philan- 
thropic life of the city has been maintained 
by the women. As far back as the earliest 


¢itizens can recall, Atlanta women were 


engaged in philanthropic movements, and 
in the past, as now, maintained charitable 
institutions of all kinds by their untiring 
interest and work. 

“Therefore,” concluded Mrs. Hammond, 
“I believe that the women of the city will 
be found not only adequate, but enthusias- 
tic in their willingness to co-operate in 
making the semi-centennial a success. They 
should be conspicuously represented in any 
ceremonies in the celebrations.” 

When asked for her views of woman and 
her part in the semi-centennial, Mrs. J. K. 
Ottley was enthusiastic, and said:

A Notable Woman , ; 
and Her Notable Laces. 


A prominent banking firm in Louisville, 
Ky., is advertising for sale the laces of 
the late Sallie Ward-Downs, the sale to 
take place this month, and the laces to be 
on exhibition, according to the banking 
circular, “‘as soon as théy can be pressed 
and shown to advantage.” This business- 
like statement recalls the history of a 


“onetehle woman, whose beauty, ‘wealth and 
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pique impressed her father with attentions 
paid her*mother by e certain guest of the 
household and was the indirect means of 
bringing about a duel between the two. At 
thirteen years of age and after her father’s 
death ehe was jealous of the attention paid 
her mother by Henry Esmond, as kinsman 
and with whom she had coqueted since her 
babyhood. She toyed with the affeciions 
of men as she did the jeweled fans she «ar- 
ried. She made her love. though strong it 
may have been in many instances, sub- 
Bervient always to her worldly ambition 
and in her affaires du coeur advanced in 
the matter of title from the gentleman to 
the lord, from the lord to the duke and 
finally sacrificed all that she might have 
an affaire with the profligate prince. She 
subsequently married twice, beginning her 
descent in social life and suffering in her 
downfall, which was even more rapid than 
her worldly ascent. 

In her old age, when powder and paint 
made her grotesque, she clung to the as- 
sociation still of men of prominence and 
played cards with a tenacious spirit that 
indicated her realization that was the one 
link that kept her yet of the world. In 
her old age the only evidence of tenderness 
ashe showed toward any human being was a 
fondness for a young kinsman in whose 
eyes and face she recognized a resemblance 
to the man whom she had loved above all 


Esmond. 

But the life of Sallie Ward-Downs, 
though replete with incidents of conque .ts, 
was more roseate from beginning to end 
than that of Beatrix Esmond.

She talked with poli- 
ticlans as to their ambitions, manipulated 
her business affairs and reveled in the 
love aliairs of young people, all of whom 
were devotedly attached to her.

Among the intewesting pieces is a rare 
specimen of old Italian lace—the Cardinal 
capes—the hist of whose acquisition has 
heretofore been [old. In Palliser’s ‘History 
of Lace’ ‘there isiquite an interesting story 
about this lace, of which the church was 
the chief patron; Mrs. Palliser writes: 

‘** ‘We may safédly say that the fine church 
lace of Spain wis but little Known to the 
commercial worl] of Europe until the disso- 
lution of the Sy@nish monasteries in 1830, 
when the most splendid specimens of nuns’ 
work came suddgnly into the market, not 
only the heavyflace generally designated 
as Spanish pojrg, but pieces of the very 
finest descriptiog, so exquisite as to have 
been the work §nly of those whose time 
was not money, And whose devotion to the 
church and to tieir favorite saints render- 
ed this work a @bor of love.’ 

“Another : specimen is a pair of 
sleeves of Mech@n lace, which is regarded 
as the very diamond of laces. Its distin- 
guishing featur@ is the flat thread which 
forms the flowa@®, and gives the lace the 
character of enibroidery. Previous to 1665 

Flanders lac@ were known as ‘Malines.’

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Democratic Principles. 
The New. York Journal, discussing 
“Democrats and Their Policy,’ gives 
utterance to the right sort of doctrine. 
First, “principles are everything. Par- 
ties are of value only as agencies for 
carrying out principles.’’ That statement 
‘may be trite, but it is true; it is es- 
pecially true at this time, when those 
who6 opposed the principles of the party 
in the last campaign are knocking at 
the door and demanding that room shall 
be made for them in the reserved seats. 
There is plenty of room for them 
even in the reserved seats, and there is 
no desire on the part of any patriotic 
democrat to throw any obstacle in the 
way of their return. Certainly there are 
abundant reasons why they should re- 
turn. If they possess a spark of democ- 
racy it should spring into a glowing 
flame when they behold the terrible 
epectacie that is in process of enact- 
ment at Washington—the administra- 
tion and the government in complete 
control, the gold syndicates dictating 
what shall be done; the dominant party 
supine at the feet of plutocracy; incom- 
petence in the administration and in- 
action in the republican congress; the 
Dingley tariff a failure at every point, 
- and the Spanish butchers plying their 
trade under the guns of two vessels of 
the republic. -, 

This awful spectacle of subsidized 
statesmanship; this extraordinary dis- 
play of greed, should be enough to drive 
every man who has a just notion of 
democratic hopes and purposes straight 
into the arms of the party of the people, 
there to abide until great public wrongs 
are remedied, and until all legislation 
inimical to the welfare and interests of 
the honest masses is abolished. 

It is in view of these thinlzs that The 
Constitution, no less earnestly than 
other democratic newspapers, is inviting 
all men, especially those who were mis- 
fed by the false lights of Clevelandism, 
to take their places in the ranks of 
those who represent the people. Not be- 
cause the democracy is a party; not be- 
cause it is an organization, but because 
it represents the interest of the people— 
because it stands for principles that are 
of vital import to human liberty and 
to the safety of the republic. 

That is why we are constantly re- 

_ferring to the Chicago platform. We do 

-”. this, not because it was framed at Chi- 
cago; not because it is a party platform, 
ut because it represents those princi- 
ples that are more important than men 
or parties. As. we view the situation, 
those democrats who opposed the plat- 
form last year, and who have gibed at 
it since, can afford more easily to accept 
that declaration than they can afford 
to give even direct countenance to the 
grinning spectacle of greed now on ex- 
hibition in Washington. 

The New York Journal says that all 
demoerats should freely discuss the 
party policy and canvass the respective 
merits of possible candidates, but 
“when all possible light has been se- 
cured and the decision of the majority 
has been pronounced, let the minorily 
submit—that is democracy—but until 
‘then, let every honest opinion be wel- 
comed.”’ 

That alsa is democracy, and The Con- 
stitution subscribes to it most heartily. 
Let it be understood that those who are 
in the minority will submit to the will 
of the majority fairly pronounced, and 
there is hardly a limit to the discussion 
of democratic policy. The unbroken 
custom of the party has been to permit 
great freedom in such discussions, the 
understanding being that the minority 
shall finally submit to the will of the 
majority. 

But when these discussions seize on 
principles—that is another matter. We 
have a very vivid recollection of the fact 
that a recent discussion over democratic 
principles caused the minority to set up 
in business for itself—the smallest mi- 
nority that ever engclged in such a futile 
adventure. 

Therefore, when there is discussion let 
it be understood that it refers to the 
policy of the party and not to its prin- 
ciples, and at the end of it, the minority 
will, as Mr. Cleveland described it, but 
did not do, “submit to the arbitrament 
of the national convention.” 


Provision Crops.

to provisions. It resulted in the largest 
crop of cotton ever made. 

Our farmers were led into this by the 
fact that during the planting season 
last year the Mississippi valley was cov- 
ered with water, which continued until 
after June ist. Every one thought the 
acreage would be cut off in the most pro- 
ductive part of the south, and hence 
many acres that had always been before 
devoted to other products were plant- 
ed in cotton. Notwithstanding the over- 
flow of the Mississippi, the bottoms were

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A Seceder from the Union. 


With the shamefully corrupt methods 
employed in the recent senatorial elec- 
tion in the Buckeye State, Major Wil- 
liam O. Howe, of California, finds him- 
self completely overcome. Indeed, such 
is the virtuous indilgnation which the 
ascendancy of Mark Hanna’s evil star 
arouses in the Californian’s breast that 
without takinulg counsel of former 
grave precedents in the history of this 
country, he solemnly proposes to secede 
from the union. 

Nor is this resolve idly made, for 
Secretary of State John Sherman is al- 
ready in possession of the document 
which contains Major Howe's renunci- 
ation of the stars and stripes. In this 
most extraordinary document Major 
Howe—whoever he may be—declares 
that, in view of the insult to American 
citizenship offered by the republican 
boss in deliberately seeking to buy his 
way into office, it is wholly out of-the 
question for him to remain longer under 
the flag of the United States and sub- 
mit to such outrages in the name of free 
government. Accordingly, he desires the 


citizenship rolls and to remit back to 
him all jurisdiction and authority over 
his property rights. To those of us who 
live in this neck of the woods and who 
once tried the experiment on which 
(Major Howe is now bent, there is more 
than ordinary interest in the spectacle 
which the indignant Californian pre- 
sents. Of course this interest is mingled 
with some natural curiosity to know in 
what mood Uncle Sam will treat the 
secession ordinance in question; whether 
he will gently remonstrate with the ob- 
streperous Major Howe or whether he 
will dispatch General Miles to the Pa- 
cific coast to coerce him back to the 
union. 

While the south is perfectly enjoined 
by the terms of General Lee’s surren- 
der® at ‘Appomattox from sympathizing 
with Major Howe in thus seeking to 
withdraw himself from the union, she 
can at least sympathise with the un- 
derlyinlg cause which prompts him to 
take this extreme step. On being inter- 
viewed with respect to his intentions, 
Major Howe is quoted as saying that 
his patience had been taxed to the ut- 
most. “The only response to the appeals 
of the suffering masses of this country,”’ 
says he, “ig that Hanna rules: the people 
must and shall obey. I have hoped that 
mammon might be smitten with a con- 
science and that the factories and shops 
of the nation might thereby hum with 
industry, and the response to my prayer 
cometh, lo, after many months, that 
they have opened the gates of the fac- 
tories to let out 80,000 men, women and 
children to swell the ranks of the al- 
ready overgrown army of tramps and 
beggars. We ask why it is so, and echo 
answers: ‘Hanna!’ ” 

Lest it might be hastily inferred that 
Major Howe first opened his eyes in| 
New England and acquired from that 
fact some tincture of the doctrine for 
which that section inaugurated the prec- 
edent of secession in the Hartford_con- 
vention, it is well to note that Major 
Howe is neither a New Englander nor 
perchance a southerner. Bet he is a 
veteran of the union army and spent 
four years combatting the doctrine 
which he now asserts in awe of Mark 
Hanna. 
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The County Weeklies. 

Many of our weekly exchanges take 
occasion to~ make some _ exceedingly 
sharp and just comments on a statement 
recently made in George P. Rowell & 
Co.’s publication, entitled Printers’ Ink. 
The statement is so singular that we 
have some, difficulty in taking it seri- 
ously. It is as follows: 

If you would advertise and become 
wealthy, spend your money with the daily 
paper. If your money for advertising pur- 
poses increases, put that also in the daily 
papers. If you must go further, use the 
well printed monthlies. There is not a 
weekly paper in existence today, as‘de 
from the class journals, that a judicious 
advertiser can afford to use, for there are 
dailies enough to absorb his appropriation, 
and for every dollar he wiil invest the 
daily gives greater and better service than 
the weekly can afford. 

The Constitution is of the opinion that 
such advice as that is extremely foolish. 
Advertisers who desire to reach al] 
classes of readers must use all kinds 
of mediums. and no advertiser who de- 
sires to bring his business prominently 
before a very substantial class of buy- 
ers can afford to ignore the weekly 
newspapers of the country. We mean 
the county weeklies, and not the class 
or trade publications which are issued 
weekly. 

No form or character of. publication 
gets as close to its readers as the county 
or local weekly. No publication. has the 
same: intimate relations with its sub- 
scribers. Other papers may be more 
widely read, but they are not as closely 
read, nor are they as faithfully pre- 
served from week to week. The county 
weekly goes into homes that no other 
current publication ever reaches, and 
they are very substantial homes, too. 

It is now the fashion for the humor- 
ists of the daily papers to do considera- 
ble cackling over some of the friendly 
personal paragraphs that are constantly 
appearing in the county papers. such 
as: “Mrs. Bivins laid a dozen eggs on 
our table last week. Call again. ‘Aunt 
Sally,” or “Squire Glover left a ham yes- 
terday where it would do the most good. 
It will be next Christmas before we iret 
the taste out of our mouth, and the 
children are greasy to last.” 

Those things are, of course, calculated 
to tickle the risibles of the sophisticated 
city editor, who, if. he has never been 
so fortunate as to serve his time has 
no adequate conception of the real mean- 
ing of these genial manifestations. Be 
sure that they mean something out of 
the ordinary. They are the mere fleeting 
and surface indications of the intimate 
and neighborly relations that exist be- 
tween the editor of the county weekly 
and his subscribers. “Aunt Sally,” to the 
day of her death, will never forget the 
friendly mention of her name in print 
and Squire Glover will feel that 
he has actually touched the bubble rep- 
utation. 


These are but. instances out of un- 
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practically of a business character, € 
side of a comparatively small 
} there is not even acquain ip. But 
the editor of a local weekly, if he knows 
his business, is acquainted: with all his 
county subseribers, knows how to cater 
to their tastes, and, if need be, how 
to tickle their harmless vanity. Conse- 
quently his paper has a personal influ- 
ence with its readers that no other pub- 
lication ean secure. In a great majority 
of cases each copy passes through 4 
dozen hands and is carefully preserved. 
It is read from healine to colophon, ad- 
vertisements and all. 

City merchants who desire. to attract 
country customers know full well the 
value of an advertisement in a county 
weekly. The cost is comparatively small, 
and the results are almost invariably 
surprising. To put the mattér In practi- 
cal shape, let us suppose that-an Atlanta 
dry goods firm has an advertisement 
running in some modest country week- 
ly within the compass of the city’s trade. 
The time comes more than once a year 
when there is an excursion or some ex- 
cuse for cheap railway fares. 

Among those who take advantage of 
the occasion are some of the readers of 
the county weekly. They go about town 
looking at the shop windows, when sud- 
denly they are brotight face to face with 
a familiar name. Over and over again 
they have seen the name in their home 
weekly. They feel as if they know the 
firm. Atlanta is no longer a_ strange 
place. If they have come to buy: any- 
thing, they will buy there, and ten to 
one that they go inside and buy anyhow 

But this is only one of the many 
processes by which advertising is the 
county weeklies is made profitable. The 
advertiser who desires to reach the pub- 
lic cannot afford to! leave the country 
weeklies out of his scheme.

Skilled Labor for Our Cotton Mills. 


If this section of the country expects 
to make the most of its natural advan- 
tages for the manufacture of cotton and 
other fabrics, too much stress cannot 
be laid upon the importance of textile 
education. 

Especially is this observation true in 
view of the consternation which exists 
at present among the cotton men of New 
Enigland. In spite of the disastrous 
losses which southern competition has 
entailed upon the cotton industry in 
that section during the past,few years 
it is boastfully claimed by the New Eng- 
land cotton men that superior skill and 
intelligence on the part of their opera- 
tives will enable them to overcome the 
advantages which this section possesses 
in other respects. There can be no doubt 
of the fact that the New England cot- 
ton men place great stress upon the im- 
portance of skilled and intelligent labor: 
Otherwise, most of them would long 
since have transferred their establish- 
ments to the southern cotton fields. They 
proceed upon the idea that labor in this 
section is not what it ought to be, and 
that until some marked improvement 
occurs it will not be to their interest to 
quit the sterile hills of New England 
for the attractive cotton fields of the 
south. 

But while the labor employed in New 
England cotton mills is perhaps superior 
to the labor employed in southern cot- 
ton mills, the difference is not so great 
as it has sometimes been represented. 
Under the stimulating influence of tex- 
tile education in the south the cotton in- 
dustry has improved not only in the 
hum of active spindles, but in the qual- 
ity of goods turned out from our facto- 
ries. Still the facilities for textile edu- 
cation in this section are not what they 
should be. There is room for great im- 
provement yet, and not until every cot- 
ton producing state in the south is pro- 
vided with well equipped and competent 
textile instituéions can this section ex- 
pect to enjoy a monopoly in the manu- 
facture of cotton.’ In order to produce 
superior fabrics the labor which manu- 
factures them must necessarily be train- 
ed and educated for the purpose. 

Georgia has already made a \zood start 
in the way of providing textile instruc- 
tion for her operatives, but she needs to 
do still more in the future. North Caro- 
lina has also made a good start in this 
direction, and there is now pending in 
the legislature of Mississippi a measure 
to appropriate $25,000 for textile educa- 
tion in that state. With the progress 
which has recently been made in this 
section toward the procuring of skilled 
labor in our cotton factories, there can 
be no serious risk incurred by the cot- 
ton men of New England in transferring 
their establishments to the south, and 
the sooner they do so the better it will 
be for their interests.

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Southern Exports to Japan. 


lor the first time since opening up 
trade relations with this cotintry Japan 
has commenced to order goods directly 
through our southern ports. 

There are Japanese vessels now taking 
On cargoes at Mobile and New Orleans 
and others are expected to follow suit 
Within the next few weeks. Iron and 
cotton make up the bulk of Japan's 
trade with this country at the present 
time, and the vessels which are now 
loading at Mobile and New Orleans wii’ 
carry back to the little island kingdoi 
of the far Pacific not Jess than 20,000 
bales of cotton, besides large quantitier 
of iron. 

Up to the present time Japan has re- 
ceived most of her shipments from 
Pacific seaports, but since the goods or- 
dered were not produced in that par- 
ticular section, her trade has not re- 
ceived the attention which it merited. 
Still another consideration which has 
prompted her to make her orders direct- 
ly through southern ports is that cheap- 
er freights can be obtained in this way 
than by having goods shipped over land 
to the Pacific coast. As Japan is one 
of the most enterprising and wide- 
awake countries of the far east, it is 
greatly to the interest of the south tc 
encourage ‘trade relatidns with that 
power. For two or three years pus‘ 
Japan has been extensively, engaged ip 
building cotton mills and railway sys- 
tems, and consequently her demand fo1 
both cotton and iron has been heavy 
As the development of the country con- 
tinues its trade will gradually expand 
into gréater proportions; and if the 
south knows wherein her interest lies 
she will not be slow in clinching the 
commercial friendship of Japan. 

But Japan ig not the only eastern 
country to which the south is making 
direct shipments. She is also making di- 
rect shipments to China, and with ¢

LETTERS FROM THE PFOPLE, 


The Death of Admiral Braine. 


Editor Constitution—I noticed in your is- 
sue of last Monday a notice of the death 
of Admiral Braine, of the United States 
navy, who commanded the battleship Mon- 
ticello in 1861, in which it is claimed that 
he scattered two southern regiments, sunk 
two barges loaded with confederate sol- 
diers and saved the Twentieth Indiana regi- 
ment from capture. All this is said to 
have happened near Fort Hatteras and on 
Chicamacomico island, jin October, 186L 
Having been a participant and member 
of the Third Georgia regiment, allow me 
to give a true version of the affair. In 
doing so I will go back a few days and 
mention. an ineident that: occurred just 
before the Hatteras affair. In the summer 
and autuinn of lsél the Third Georgia fsegi- 
ment, commanded by the gallant colonel, 
Ambrose R. Wright, was stationed on 
Roanoke island, together with the Kighth 
North Carolina state troops, Colonel 
Wright in command. A few days Lefore 
the incident aliuded to, Colonei Wight 
having heard of a yankee vessel being 
anchored in, the sound oif the voast of 
Chicamaconiico island, determined 40 Cap- 
ture it. ' ; 

Maving two small boats (used in bring- 
ing supplies to the island) steaned up, he 
placed the Athens Guards, of Athens, Ga., 
and the Governor’s Guard, of tort Valey, 
on the boats, both companies acmed with 
Pnfield rifies. We set sail late in :he after- 
noon and early next morning -:ghted the 
vessel. We were ordered to load Jr guns 
and fix bayonets and be ready tc hoard 
the vessel. The yankees were on the alert 
and used their cannon as fast 45 they 
gould load and fire, while our vessels made 
all the speed possible. The yaasve skell 
and shot failed to do us any Jamage, and 
before we weré close qnonsh, to use our 
muskets they holsted the white flag and 
the steamer Fanny became ours. 4te Cap~- 
ture proved a rich prize. Besides capturing 
forty men, we got the entire gutfit in 
tended for the Twentieth Indfana, irclud- 
ing 1,200 overcoats, with shoes, ammuni- 
tion, provisions, etc. ; 

ry B- returning to Roanoke ‘sland, Cclo- 
nel Wright decided to look after the 
Twentieth Indianians, who were camped 
on Chicamacomico island. He mustered. to- 
gether all the barges and boats in reach, 
and with the captured steamer, after plac- 
ing the Third Georgia and a large éetuch- 
ment of North Carolinians aboard, salied 
for the island. The Third Georgia was oOP- 
Aered to land near the camp of the In- 
dianians and the Carolinians eight or ten 
miles south, so as cut off the retreat 
of the enemy toward Hatteras. ‘ithe boa 
carrying the Third Géorgia arrived éurly 
in the morning in full sight of the enemys 
camp and rapidly approached as near 
the waters depth would permit, 
was more than 200 vards from shore. 
men were ordered off, and into the water 


in their hands. The water proved waist 
deep and decidedly codl. We could see the 
enemy in considerable bustle and forming 
ranks before our men left the vessels. 

In a very short time we reached the 
shore and camp to find the enemy gone, 
but leaving an excellent breakfast ready 
prepared, and a great deal better than we 
had been used to. This was very kind and 
highly enjoyed by ug and saved us iS) 
trouble of cooking, etc. As soon as our 
little cannon could be landed we went ih 
pursuit. Having no horses to draw the 
cannon, we were compelled to subs itute 
men, so a company at a time and freque 
relief enabled us to take the little cannon 
good way. Colonel Wright finally ordered 
us to leave it behind and tncrease our pur- 
suit, whieh he, mounted on a little marsh 
pony (without saddie) fed. We continued 
pursuit until nearly midnight, and finding 
that the enemy had doubtless reached Fort 
Hatteras, returned next day to the point 
where we landed, having pursued the ene- 
my about twenty miles and capturin 
thirty or forty prisoners. It was not unt 
we were in eight or ten miles of our land- 
ing point and while returning and search- 
ing the island for stragglers that may 
have been hidden on the island that the 
Monticello appeared on the seene. As soon 
as we saw her, she opened fire with whole 
broadside and continued to do so, the ghot 
going high over our heads and doing us 
nq bodily harm whatever, nor did she dare 
come in musket range of, the island. Our 
boys, seeing that they couid not, or did 
not, lower the guns enough to harm us, 
wished for our little cannon that we 
might throw a few shot among the great 
crowds on deck of the Monticello. We 
could -see plainly that the big crowd on 
her deck enjoyed the fun, doubtless think- 
ing they were playing havoc with the reb- 
els. 
terwards that the eannonading helped them 
by counteracting their tiradness and thys 
enabled them to march with more ease. 

The detachment of North Carolinians, 
owing to the condition of the coast. was 
unable to land and eut off the enemv’s 
retreat. We succeeded in capturing the 
entire camp equipage of the Twentieth 
Indiana and a few prisoners, all of which 
we carried away with us and without a 
single casualty. with the excention of the 
losg of one gallant voung soldier who died 
from exhaustion while in pursuit of the 
enemy. Just before leavine the island wa 
buried him with soldiers’ honers near the 
Atlartic coast. where the wives forever 
sound h‘s requiem. , 
The above is the trve history of the 
little Chicamacomico-Htteras affair. as 
many survivors of the Third Georgia regi- 
ment would testify.. The commander of 
the Monticello did not “sink anv eanfed- 
erate barges’’ nor “scatter arv confederate 
reriments.” nor “save the Twentieth Tn. 
diana regiment.’’ The letter Aeserves the 
eredit of saving itself and did so 
by making good time rand nosseseine the 
power of endurance. If Colonel Wricht’s 
orders had heen carried ovt ax exrected 
the retreat would have heen eut off and 
we would have rantrred the Tndianiare

Mr. Bolfeuviliet was first elected to the 
legislature in 18%, and he has served con- 
tmuously for eight years. During this time 
he was chairman and member of the most 
{important committees of the house. In 
1892-93, he was speaker pro tem. and was 
tendered the piace again, but declined. He 
has always been a hard working member, 
end has taken part in numerous memora- 
ble debates. Mr. Boifeuillet has been the 
esuthor of many important billg that passed 
the legislature, and his work is stamped 
on the statute books of the etate. 

His Work on Education.

He has voted for every bill in- 
creasing the appropriations to the public 
schools, and made séveral notable speeches 
on this line. In 189% ho introduced a bill 
which .passed both branches of the legis- 
lature providing quarterly payments to the 
public’ schoo! teachers.

Mr. Boifeuillet has run four times ‘n 
Bibb county for the legislature in hotly 
contested elections with many candidates, 
and has won every time. So highly esteem- 
ed is he by his fellow citizens, and so 
heartily do they indorse his record in the 
legislature, that it is admitted they would 
Gladly re-elect him for the fifth term.

William Abram Love, M. D. 
May 16, 1844.—February 22, 1898. 

God touched him and he slept; they tell 
us, “he is dead;” but David, that poet he

poor mead of praise to the greatness of 
his life— 

“Ah! what to him our trivial praise or 
blame,

If there was ever one wish of his life 
more supreme than another, it was that 
he might work on and on as long as God 
should keep him here; and then when God 
should count his life work finished,—then 
that he “might go quickly.’’ 

Those of us who watched so anxiously by 
his side were almost inclined to murmur; 


aye, even to doubt God’s goodness; but 
he had his wish—he worked to the last, 
and then suddenly, at the dawning of the 
morning, he awoke and spoke his ‘good 
morning’? in heaven, 


“Strong and joyous stands the laborer, 
in the morning glory now, 
Not a shade upon the brightness, 
Of the cool and peaceful brow;

Sometimes we wait, as Ruskin says,—too 
often we wait—to “write our sacred mem- 
ory on marble,”’ but with Dr. Love this was 
not the sad. fact. In his life, while he 
could yet enjoy, while he could yet appre- 
cite, there came from far and near tender 
tributes of love and honor. Among the 
many that he received, we quote:

William Abram Love, Atlanta, Ga. Dear 
Sir and Companion: I desire to inform you 
that at the six triennial assembly of the 
General Grand Councl, held at Baltimore, 
Md., October 11-12, 1897, the following was 
unanimously adopted: 

**‘Among the familiar faces wont to 
grace our triennial assemblies, none will 
be more deeply missed than that of our 
genial and venerable companion, William 
Abram Love, of Atlanta, Ga, He was 
Always a congpictivus: figure at our as- 
semblies.

Sentatives. 

A reliable statement is made that in addi- 
tion to the delegate body from the United 
States and Canada, representatives will be 
Present from the following countries: Great 
Britain and Ireland, India and Ceylon, 
Burmah, Laos, Malaysia, China, Korea, Ja- 
pan, Syria, Turkey, Papal Europe, Central 
Africa, North Africa, South Africa, West 
Africa, the United States of Colombia, Bra- 
zil, Chile and the mission fields in the Pa- 
cific islands. 

The Student Volunteer Movement 1s 
widely known as an interdenominational 
missionary agency, having more than 800 
institutions of higher learning in the Uni- 
ted States and Canada as its field. It does 
not independently commission or support 
missionaries, but works in co-operation 


With the regular mission boards, and 
through its efforts hundreds of mission- 


aries have been furnished the boards, and 
are now laboring in the orient, Africa and 
South Amenica. 

Among its objects are: 

1. To enlist the students in the colleges 
and theological seminaries in prayer and 
labor for the proclamation of the gospel 
throughout the world in our generation. 

2. To enroll among the etudents of the 
continent volunteers who may be sent 
by the boards to the different fields for 
lay or clerical] services. 

8. To inform, through its extensive sys- 
tem of educational classes, the Christian 
students of North America in regard to 
the progress and needs of modern mis- 
sions. In over 300 colleges there are such 
classes following the movement’s course. 

4. To arouse students and other Chris- 
tians to the obligation of immediate finan- 
cial co-operation with the different boards 
of missions.

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A week or two since there appeared tn 
these columns a rather extended general 
notice of the new translation of the Holy 
scriptures, known as the ‘Polychrome’”’

The book of Judges contains the only 
authentic account Wwe possess of the es- 
tablishment of Israel in’ the land of Ca- 
naan, as the book of Joshua, which re- 
lates a conflicting story regard- 
ing the conquest of the coun- 
try, ts pronounced by specialists unhistori- 
cal. It covers, according to the old chro- 
nology, a period of about two hundred 
and fifty years down to the time of the 
year 1000 before Christ. This, however, is 
considered an under-estimate of time, bear- 
ing in mind the vast changes necessitated 
in the creation of a distinctly fixed and 
agricultural people. The Jews entered the 
land of Canaan loyal to Jehovah, their 
tribal God, but Jehovah was a shepherd 
God, and not suppoOsed to concern himself 
with those matters which gave success in 
agricultural pursuits, hence the Israelites, 
who learned from the Canaanites to till 
the soil, came naturally to worship the 
gods of the latter—the Baals and Astartes 
—who were supposed to hold in their hands 
the increase of the fields, and to control 
the harvests. 

While the people swore allegiance to 
new divinities, it must not be supposed 
that they utterly abandoned Jehovah. To 
Him they sacrificed the firstlings of their 
flocks and herds. The extent of the per- 
version which took place in the religious 
feelings of the Jews at this epoch is shown 
by the fact that they came to believe that 
that Immolation of human victims was 
pleasing to Jehovah, The melancholy sto- 
ry of Jephtha’s daughter is sure proof that 
this monstrous ceremony was sometimes 
practiced by the chosen people of God. 


No wonder the divine anger was kindled. 


against such offenders, and that Jehovah 
punished them. 

The philosophy of history exemplified by 
the author of the book of Judges is sim- 
plicity itself. By their apostacy the Israel- 
ites offended Jehovah, and he gave them 
into the hands of their enemies. They re- 
ported, called 
raised up a deliverer who redeemed them 
from the hands of their enslavers. There 
is a rhythmic repetition of these perform- 
ances throughout the book. 

It was the celebration of one of these pe- 
riodical redemptions which gave rise to the 
song of Deborah, introduced in the fifth 
chapter of the book of Judges, and which 
is pronounced by critics to be one of the 
very oldest specimens of the Hebrew liter- 
ature. In it oeeurs the famous passage 
which says that “thé stars in their courses 
fought against Sisera’’—a grand poetical 
figure which has been universally admired. 

Though the hook of Judges deals with 
events which took place more than twelve 
hundred years before the Christian era, it 
was not put into its present shape until 
more than eight hundred years after the 
period whose history it relates. The book 
as we know it is exceedingly compos:te—a 
fact strikingly set forth by the polychre- 
Inatic scheme of printing followed in this 
new translation. Portions of several chap- 
ters are taken with Uttle change from 
works which existed as far back as nine 
hundred years before Christ. 

The charming stories, so rich in:local col- 
or, relating the exploits of the Danite Sam- 
son, are believed to have traveled safely 
down the ages from a remote traditional 
period in practically the same condition 
thac We read thein tcday. They were evi- 
dently favorites ond telong to a species of 
literature of which the Bible contains but 
few other examres 

Countless learned men, architects and 
builders have exercised their ingenuity in 
reconstructing the plan of that gigantic 
temple of the Philistines which Samson 
pulle@ down upon the heads of his cruel 
enemies at the close of the acrobatic per- 
formance which he gave for their delecta- 
tion. There has never been any satisfac- 
tcry solution of the problem. Rev. George 
IF’. Moore, D.D., of Andover college, who is 
responsible for this new translation of the 
book of Judges, believes that the passage 
representing three thousand men, women 
and children as collected upon the roof of 
the temple at the moment of Samson’s san- 
guinary exploit was not in the originally 
inspired story, but was an afterthought—an 
interpolation by some profane hand. If Dr. 
Moore’s surmisés are correct, the removal 
of this large crowd of human beings from 
the roof of the structure would simplify 
the architectural problem. 

The new rendering of Sampson’s riddle, 
“Out of the eater came something to eat 
and out of the strong came something 
sweet.’ And of his sarcastic response to 
the Philistines when they came, thanks 
to the perfidy of a woman, with the cor- 
rect answer: “If with my heifer ve did not 
plow ye had not found out my riddle I 
trow,”’ is far more spirited than the press 
translation of these passages in the au- 
thorized version. The rhyme of the new 
version is in thorough consonance with 
the naivete of the story. 

The Kterary English of the new trans- 
lation is clear, sweet and simple. What 
excellencies it presents in point of grace 
and ease of diction When compared with 
the halting, arahaic English, abounding in 
obsolete idioms, crude and barbaric epi- 
thets ,which is the language of the com- 
mon version. Lovers of the Bible will find 
new grace and charm in their beloved 
book when they drink from the pellucid 
stream of the new transhation. I cannot 
refrain from giving a brief specimen of 
the style. 

The following passage relates the melan- 
choly end of Sisera, the trusted general-in- 
chief of Jabin, king of the Can&anites: 

And all Sisera’s hosts were dain with- 
out quarter; not a single one waa left. 
But Sisera himself fied on foot to the 
tent of Jael, the wife of Heber, the Kenite, 
for there were friendly relations between 
Jabin, king of Hazor, and the family of 
Heber the Kenite, and Jael went out to 
meet Sisera and said to him: “Walk in, 
my lord; walk ‘nto my tent: fear not.”” So 
he went into her tent and she covered 
him with a tent curtain. And he said to

him and said to him: ‘Come I wll show 
the man thou art seeking.” And he went 
in with her and there was Gisera lying 
dead with the pin in his temple. Thus God 
on that day emabled the Israelites to sub- 
due Jabin, the king of Canaan. 

I pray the reader after the perusal of 
this citation to open the Bale ami read 
the parallel passage tn the common ver- 
sion.

Then it will be understood better 
than many words of mine could express 
the grace and clearness of the new ren- 
dering as compared with that made under 
far less favorable ausgpices—by command of 
good King James—some three hundrel 
years ago.

I heard a friend say the other day that 
she liked ‘‘an out-and-out love story.” To 
every one of her thinking I unhesitatingly 
commend “A Fountain Sealed.” Sir Walter 
Besant is evidently of the same opinion as 
my friend, for in the prologue of the story, 
when the secluded heroine determines to 
give her romance to the world, not for her 
own sake, but to quiet whisperings that are 
beginning to float, in regard to some 
youthful indiscretions of ‘‘the other per- 
son’’—whose identity will be revealed 
later—her gouty adviser speaks in this 
wise: 

‘“Then, Nancy, my aedvice is this: If you 
write about love, talk little of other mat- 
ters. Let your discourse be always of love. 
Speak not of affairs of state; keep the 
lover always before your readers. Let 
them have the voice, and see che eyes of 
love.’”’ 

The old, old story is elaborated in a 
fresh, wnaffected manner. The characters 
have the charm of youth, and an ex- 
quisite simplicity on the part of the 
heroine to recommend them, It is a tale 
of first and true love, for a little while, 
between a beautiful Quaker girl \who is 
visiting London for the first timée*and a 
courtly, handsome youth who masquerades 
as George le Breton; but who is in reality 
the prince of Wales, and is after George 
III, of England. This is the ‘‘other 
person.’”’ 

For a few months love sang to them, 
played to them, folded them round with 
delight; but a day came when love spread 
his glorious wings and flew away. The 
old king died suddenly, and the brother of 
the prince, who reached him just before 
he was setting out with to be married, 
prostrates himself at the feet of the bride- 
groom, saying reverentially, “God save 
the king.” 

Nancy realizes for the first time that 
her lover is a royal personage. Overcome 
with surprise and bewilderment, she makes 
no response, no appeal, when the king, 
with a stately kiss upon her brow leaves 
her, and goes out of her life forever. 

Never was transformation more sudden, 
more complete. Ten minutes before he had 
fairly reeled into the room with happiness 
and excitement, declaring that he was the 
“most joyful man in the worid, and that 
he would exchange places with no one.”’ 
Yet in the flash of a moment the love 
light went out from his eye, and the former 
hopes of two lives failed. A new emotion 
possessed him. He was king of England, 
and the responsibilities, the high dignity of 
the position submerged every other cons:d- 
eration. His love for the simple, beauti- 
*rul maiden was instantly overlaid by the 
sense of ‘“noblesse oblige.” 

Nancy, broken-hearted, but loyal to the 
memory of her princely lover, retires to 
the seclusion of a cottage in the country, 
with the thought that she was his first 
love, serving as a consolation, the phantom 
that she hugged to her breast all her life. 
Her story closes with this confession: a 
hear people speaking of his happiness, his 
domestic happiness with the royal lady his 
consort.

But in the 
works ofAlphonse Daudet, as in almost all 
that has been produced in the second half 
of this century, you may look in vain, it 
must be confessed, for a single page be- 
traying a concern for a future life. Scep- 
ticism and indifference are the malady of 
contemporary minds, and he also who 
writes these lines was until very recently 
affected by it. Today when sufferings with 
which he cannot think of with suffictent 
gratitude have returned to him his re- 
ligious faith and eternal hones. He 
pained at the thought that the glorious 
friend, whose loss he deplores, did not 
share this faith and these hopes with him, 
and he can scarcely resign himself to be- 
Neve it.’’

We can and we do plant cotton, and we 
have a class of planters that lose money 
year after year. Some of the supply mer- 
chants encourage this. profligate planting, 
as it annually adds to their holdings of 
realty and yields an enormous interest 
on the highly priced supplies. This 
“erub-staking’ is a bank for the 
supply merchants, but means bank- 
rupicy to the planter, Several years ago the 


credit of a large majority of the planters | 


ran down to zero, and the factors froze 
them out. This apparent calamity was a 
godsend to the planters in teaching them 
the practical art of farming. They got grub 
by raising it, and got comparatively free 
from debt. The planters turned farmers, 
but. unfortunately, they do not remain so. 
We have five-cent cotton and debt. Cotton 
is the money crop, but at 5 cents there is 
not millions in it, when the planter buys 
his corn and bacon. Evidence of the gsu- 
perior advantages of our soil and climate 
could be no stronger than that planting is 
profitable. Good farming, on the other 
hand, always pays. I saw recently where 
-@ farmer near Rome, Ga., bought cattle 
at from $5 to $8 per head, fattening them 


‘for about as much more, and then sent 


300 to Cincinnati, O., and sold them at a 
profit of over $3,000. Now, this Rome 
farmer has no superior soil or climatic 
conditions, or other advantages over al- 
most any section in Georgia. He simply is 
a good farmer, with a thoroughly level 
head. Any farmer in Georgia can raltse as 
many head of fine, marketable cattle as 
he can bags of cotton, and in cattle he has 
a profit, while in cotton he has a loss. Ev- 
ery head of stock on a farm enriches the 
jJand; every stalk of cotton impoverishes. 
We have in our bermuda grass and in our 
canebrakes the richest food for stock, 
which, supplemented by cottonseed hulls 
and meal, fatten cattle as thoroughly and 
@s tenderly as is possible on the best 
ranches in the west. It is a shame that the 
‘beef on Georgia tables is not Georgia- 
raised. Of course, as ordinary Georgia- 
raised beef is now, we don’t care to tackle 
at, but it is in the lack of care and atten- 
tion,,and not at all in our soil, climate or 
products. Let’s abolish planting and go to 
farming. 


Electric Headlights. 


It has been urged that electric headlights 
on railroad locomotives were dangerous, in 
that the reflected glare of the brilliant rays 
on switch lamp lenses was so great as to 
overpower and neutralize the color of the 
switch lamp and thus show an apparently 
white light to the loconwtive engineer, 
while in reality the signal inight be stand- 
ing at red or green. A recent practical 
test of the electric headlight was made on 
the Peoria and Eastern division of the Big 
Four road to determine the truth of falsity 
of this objection. At a distance of a mile 
and a half the watchers on an engine easily 
identified white, green and red lanterns 
waved across the track. Not only were the 
varied colors readily distinguished, but the 
pure white light of the electric are magni- 
fied and strengthened the different colored 
‘lights by contrast. The electric headlight is, 
by its wonderful long distance penetrating 
power such an advantage over the ordi- 
nary oi! icmp, that it is very satisfactory 
in noting t. at by practical and impartial 
test this alleged objection is entirely dis- 
proved.

Oriental Women Weavers... 
From London Mail. 

The somewhat popular conception of the 
oriental woman is rather erroneous. It is 
that of one who is destined to a life of 
utter luxury. Yet the simple truth is that 


an ti titi dititie 


the large majority of women in the east 
work quite as hard for their daily bread 
as do their sisters in the west—aye, even 
harder, for, as a rule, married women in 
the west are supported by their husbands, 
whereas in the east married women are, 
as a rule, constrained to support not only 
themselves, but alto their husbands and 
children. . 

This statement applies especially to the 
thousands of women in Turkey, Persia and 
other countries of the orient, who make a 
living as weavers. The whole civilized 
world appreciates their handiwork, for 
none can match them in making tapestr/es, 
carpets and other gorgeous products of the 
loom. This is the age of machinery, but 
no machine has yet been invented which 
can do the marvelous work of these orien- 
tal weavers. Yet many of these women 
work for pitiful Wages. After cleaning and 
preparing the wool and shaping it into a 
lovely piece of tapestry, al] they recelve is 
the equivalent of from two shillings to four 
shillings a week. The woman who can earn 
Seven francs is considered a Croesus, and 
her husband,esteems her so much that he 
never dreams of beating her. The money 
is always paid to her husband, and he in- 
variably appropriates it. 

They are very womanly, these weavers. 
Of gossip they are fond, and while they are 
at work their tongues are constantly going. 
Perhaps this is one reason why they have 
SO Obstinately refused to herd together in 
factories, where the constant whirr of ma- 
chinery, not to speak of the surveillance 
of a foreman, would very probably compel 
them to keep silent. In order to fashion a 
first-class carpet or piece of tapestry, the 
weaver must not only have a memory 
Which will prevent her from making the 
slightest mistake while co.King the design 
but she must also po a lively imagina- 
tion and a thoroughly developed artistic 
sense. I’or the first-class weaver does not 
copy, she creates. She invents her own de- 
Signs, she combines the various tones, she 
chooses the dyes and the shades, and, final- 
ly, she obtains those effects Which seem so

My patent covers a furn- 
ace and its workings whereby 1 take any 
kind of bituminous coal, feed it into my 
lurnace through a hopper at the top, and 
turn out of the furnace a product which is 
the equivalent of the best grades of an- 
thracite coal. The furnace may be of any 
51Z6 from sixteen feet in diameter upward, 
A furnace sixteen feet in diameter will 
consume from fifty to seventy-five tons of 
soft coal a day, and turn out a product of 
thirty to thirty-six tons of anthracite coal, 
ihe furnace is round and corrugated, with 
& sloping hearth, in the certer of which is 
a revolting shaft, to which arms are at- 
tached having iron brushes. 1 he coal, as 
fed through the hopper, falls from ‘the 
hearth, Where it strikes a temperature of 
iW degrees.

For Drilling Glass. .

An optician recommends the following 
methods: Dip a drill borer heated to white 
heat first into quicksilver, whereby it is 
excellently hardened, and sharpen by grind- 
ing on a whetstone. If the drill thus pre- 
pared is moistened with a saturated solu- 
tion of camphor and oil of turpentine and 
the borehole is kept rather moist, glass 
may be drilled like wood. 


Cheap Acetylene. 
From The Engineer. 

A new use for sawdust has been discov- 
ered, in that it can be employed in the 
manufacture of calcium varbide, the chief 
source of acetylene gas, under the process 
patented by Professor Wilson, of St. Cath- 
arines, Ontario. By this process all refuse 
from sawmills can be rapidly converted 
into earbon. This is powdered and mixed 
in equa! quantity with limestone, and the 
mixture then subjected for ten hours to 
an electrical current strong enough to. boil 
iron. The result is calcium carbide, a sub- 
stance very much like pig iron. The mass 
is ‘broken into small lumps and in that 
form is shipped to cansumers. It is used 
for the manufacture of acetylene ags, and 
even in the present stages it is turned out 
so cheaply that a twenty-five candle-power

escenes out of fashion in the!r way, I have 


little hope of doing-more than to touch 
the hearts of the old or stimulate the 
young to see for themselves things which 
will soon be lost in the whirl of progress 
and the elegance of culture. 

Just why the name “Arabia” was given 
to a considerable corner of our county 
has been lost in the confusion of memo- 
ries, some laying it to one thing and some 
to another, but certain it is that the name 
has clung for a long, long time and will 
cling for a long time to come, together 
with simplicities and backwoods’ customs 
one would hardly expect within twelve or 
fifteen miles of the greatest city of Geor- 
gia, if not of the south. 

Though this section may be called, and 
rightfully, very old-fashioned, there is 
nothing seen there but what is worthy 
of practice and nothing heard but what is 
pure in precept. Long before we had 
reached the home of Mr. Crossley, Known 
as the “k'ng of Arabia,’’ we found it pleas- 
ant to tarry for an hour at more houses 
than one. These houses are about all the 
same—built of hewed logs, shedrooms be- 
hind, a story and a half high, pretty near 
a spring, and most all of them have old 
cedar trees in the yard, long since turned 
to chicken roosts, instead of the original 
eaks that one would expect and that would 
be more pleasing to one of our taste. There 
is always a kitchen and generally this 
kitchen is connected with the big house 
by a passage of large logs, laid from one 
to the other. A smokehouse, stables, cribs 
and other small houses are found at all 
these homes, and to see one of them is 
to see all. Corn in these cribs, meat in 
smokehouses, milk in the churns, sor- 
ghum in the barrels, chickens in the barn- 
yard and a garden of greenness make a 
suggestion of plenty everywhere, and a 
cleanliness of everything—buckets shining, 
gourds inviting, cloths white as snow, 1to- 
gether with a friendly gratt'ng that is as 
sincere as it is simple, makes one glad 
to linger and eorry to leave. 

The people of this ‘Arabia’ scem to be 
now and always a prolific race. It seems 
to me that we saw more pretty children 
than ever seen in the same number of 
homes. This speaks well itself, but when 
we consider that these children are the 
offsprings of many old nien and women 
who came here so long ago, have prosper- 
ed, settled their children around them and 
that these children are’ now prosperous 
and contented, even to the third genera- 
tion, it makes a picture sweet to look upon 
and a trend of thought that is glorious in 
contemplation. 

Nothing could ‘have been more pleasing 
than to learn just how the young people of 
this corner deport themsilves. The boys 
were all astir, cutting, lhauling, getting 
ready for the plow, and ali so cheerful as 
to make any parent proud for having lived 
and thankful in the blessings bestowed. The 
girls were just the same in their way. 
Some of them churned, soine brought wa- 
ter, some were washing at the spring with 
skirts rolled too high for campany, as they 
as good as said by hastily letting them 
down as we approached. It is remarkable 
that a settlement so close to Atlanta should 
yet card, spin and weave just as was done 
fifty years ago—not everyone, it is true, but 
a few families keep wp tw@ very same cus- 
toms. The girls make the old wheels zoon 
till bed-time—one carding, another spinning. 
The mother knits just as she used to knit, 
while the old man sits in his corner, smokes 
his home-made tobacco and piles on the 
lightwood till the blazes roar. At just such 
places they pleased us with the most 
friendly intercOurse, buried us deep in 
feather beds at night and fed us as well 
as ever man was fed—it is old-times in 
Georgia there, and pity it is that such must 
pass away. 

Arriving at Mr. Crossley’s, we reach the 
acme of all that is cheerful, social and in- 
structive on the “corner.” He is ‘‘king of 
Arabia,”” and does all the honors in a king- 
ly way when under his roof. Mr. Crossley 
succeeded Mr. Nelson Anderson as “king 
of Arabia” over fifty years ago and has 
held the place till the march of progress 
and culture has made it an almost dead 
title. The time was when politicians only 
had to.see the “king’’ to secure the suf- 
frage of the precinct—his judgment was 
sound and his advice was never disre- 
garded. In this one thing the section has 
become tainted with modernism and a can- 
didate is expected to do a little more than 
consult the ‘“‘king,’’ though he still has 
much power in this, as well as in the set- 
tlement of all disputes between neighbors.

However, he went on to 
the church, but when asked to pray he 
raised his foot, showed the ‘“‘stump” and 
thought he had better be excused on ac- 
count of his unworthiness. He was ex- 
cused, but grew in confidence through the 
meeting till upon arriving at his home that 
night he thought he would have prayer be- 
fore retiring. Kneeling down at a chair by 
the fire, somehow his legs swiped around 
behind h!m and turned over the churn, 
the mtik running all over him and the floor. 
He never prayed that night and the next 
day would have resigned as “king of 
Arabia’”’ if there had not been such unani- 
mous action to keep him in.

I have noticed that the most intel- 
lectual men of today ai: the most moral, 
and they do more to upbuild the moral 
character of others.

Moral character is a great thing to be de- 
sired in the race of life and something we 
ought all to have. e 

It cannot be bullt In a moment; it takes 
a life-time. Character should not be con- 
founded with reputation. Character is 
what a man really is, while reputation is 
what others think him to be. Many men 
have good reputations but no moral char- 
acter.

50ME QUEER TIME PIECES. 


Old-Fashioned Watches Made in Cu- 
rious Shapes. 


From The Philadelphia Press. 

Since timepieces have come within the 
reach of everybody and watches are maie 
large enough for bicycle bars and emall 
enough for a@ lady’s ring, it is curiously in- 
teresting to recall some of the old-fashioned 
ones thet served our ancestors so well gen- 
erations ago. Even today some of us have 
caught a glimpse of the portly old gen- 
tleman whom Dickens loved to picture, 
with his ornate seals, wide guard and 
enormous watch that filled to bursting tae 
capacious fob that was its resting place, 
but like many other cumbersome fashions, 
these r table timepieces are interesting 
bow only as curios. mes 


leo before our time or that of 
a watches were made in such 
antastic fashion that it is ae marvel that 
their owners managed to carry them about. 

No one seems to know the exact date of 
the first timepiece, but the middle of the 
fifteenth century seems to have been the 
period when “portable clocks” began to 
appear. In the different collections of antl- 
quaries there are a few specimens of the 
“Nuremburg ¢ggs.”’ or watches made is 
oval shape and coming from the town after 
which they were named. 

In the posseasion of Lady Fitzgerald, of 
England, there was one watch which was 
shaped like an eagle, which had a email 
boy on its back. This odd ornament was 
made to hint at the story of Jupiter and 
Ganymede. The breast of the bird opened 
to show the dial beneath it, and the works 
were most elaborately ornamented.

TARP AND THE INDIAN 


Bill Relates Some History of the Creeks 
and Cherokees. 


COURTSHIP OF ‘JOHN RIDGE 


While Attending a Mission School He 
Fell in Love with Beautiful Pale 
“Face and Married Her. 


Fra; ments of Indian history have ac- 
cumulated upon me of late and as they con- 
cern the Creeks and Cherokees and are of 
a romantic character, I am constrained io 
record them. These two tribes are our 
Indians and make up quite a chapter in 
the history of Georgia, Alabama and Eaat 
Tennessee. North Georgia was especially 
the home of the Cherokees, for their chiefs 
lived near Rome as far back as we have 
their history, and the Creeks, or Musco- 


@ees, as they are more properly called, lived 


south of the Tallapoosa river. These tribes 
are not to be classed With savages, for they 
were of a higher grade, and but for the 
Greed of the white man would no doubt 
have continued to advance in civilization 
and refinement under the lead of such 
chiefs as Ross, Ridge, Boudinot and Mc- 
Intosh. 

Everybody is familiar with the story of 
Pocahontas. 

Longfellow wrote a beautiful story about 
Hiawatha and William E. Richards penned 
Several pretty legends about the Indian 
girls of Tallulah falls, and so I will pen the 
story of John Ridge and Boudinot as given 
to me, This story was sent to me by Mrs. 
Ellen (M. Gibbs, of Crystal Lake, Ill. Her 
mother, Mrs. Taylor, who died in 18¢8, wrote 
this romantie sketch in 1877, when she was 
seventy-six years of age, and left it tor 
her children, who had often heard her re- 
peat it. By some strange coincidence I 
have recently received a letter from a lady, 
Mrs. Virginia Williams, of Bloomfield, Fia., 
giving the ancestry of John ‘Ross, whose 
grandfather was a Scotch refugee named 
McDonald. The writer, Mrs. Williams, 
traces her lMneage back to the same Me- 
Donald tree. Her mother was a daughter 
of William Dav, who married Agnes Me- 
Donald. Mrs. Williams would like to learn 
more about Ross and his parents and hopes 
this publication may attract the attention 
of some one who can inform her. 

And now comes a marked copy of a New 
York paper called Sabbath Reading, in 
which John Ross, a son of the old chief, 
appeals for preachers and teachers to come

repeat it now. Boudinot’s real Indian name 
was Kelle-kee-nah, but while at school at 
Cornwall attracted the attention of HEillas 
Boudinot. a Philadelphia philanthropist, 
who adopted him and gave him his name 
and left him a large legacy in his will. His 
son, Elias CC. Boudinot, became di'stin- 
guished in the nation. He was born in 
Vanns Valley. near Rome, Ga., In 1835, and 
died three years ago at Fort Smith, in 
Arkansas.

faith, and especially to teach them in their 
Sunday schools. This appeal is dated De- 
cember, 1897, and Mr. Ross’s address is No, 
101 Gold street, New York. 

And here ts The Vinita Leader, an able 
paper published in the nation, and contains 
General Andrew Jackson's letter to the 
Cherokee chiefs, written in 1835, and which 
urges and entreats them to accept the 
terms of the treaty and move at oncé to 
the territory assigned to them. 

And almost by the same mail comes an 
interesting and beautifully written sketch 
of the present condition of the Muscogees 
(or Creeks). It was written by Mr. W. 
W. Ramsay, of Maryville, Mo., a gifted 
and scholarly gentleman who ts deeply in- 
terested in Indian affairs. Other frag- 
ments have come to me and if I do not 
abridge and compile and have them pub- 
lished in your paper, much valuable his- 
tory of these Indiang will be forever lost. 

But to the story— 

‘‘In 1817 a foreign mission school was es- 
tablished at Cornwall, Conn. It was a 
charity school for Indians mainly, though 
there were some white pupils there and 
s0me defrayed their own expenses. Stu- 
dents from several Indian tribes were 
there to acquire the English language and 
a rudimentary education. Some white pu- 
pils also acquired the Indian language and 
‘went out a3 missionaries to the tribes. 
Besides the Chippewas and Choctaws and 
Cherokees, I remember there were two 
from the Sandwich islands. 

“Mr. Daggett was the first principal of the 
school and Mr. Andrews the last. Every 
May there was a public exhibition and 
the Indian boys spoke on the staj-e, first 
{jn their own language and then in ours. 
They were. genteel and graceful in their 
oratory. They sang songs in their native 
tongue, all’ waving their hands in har- 
mony with the music. They were never al- 
lowed to go beyond the limits or into 
people’s houses without invitation. When 
they visited us we laid aside our work 
and entertained them. 

“Among these students was a Cherokee 
youth named John Ridge, the son of a 
chief—a very noble young man, of fine 
form and feature and a perfect gentieman 
in his manners and deportment. For two 
years he was afflicted with a hip disease. 
While he boarded at Mr. Northrup’s and 
Mrs. Northrup had the care of him, some- 
times her daughter Sarah, a sweet and 
lovely girl, waited upon him. One day 
Dr. Gould, who was my cousin, said to 
Mr. Northrup: ‘John is about well. He 
has no physical dsease about him and 
needs no more medicine, but he is in trou- 
ble and you had better find out what is 
the matter.’ 

“That afternoon while Sarah was away 
her mother took her knitting and went to 
6it and talk with John. While there she 
took notice of his melancholy and begged 
him to tell her what troubled him so much 
Of late. At first he denied having any sor- 
row, but being pressed told her that he 
loved Sarah and knew that he could never 
marry her, for he was an Indian. ‘Have 
you ever mentioned it to Sarah?’ she ask- 
ed. ‘No,’ said he, ‘I dare not, but how 
could I help loving her?’ 

“When Sarah came home her mother 
Said: ‘Sarah, do you love John Ridge” ‘Yes 
I do, mother,’ she said. Then came Arete 
family trouble. Mr. Northrup at once took 
Sarah to her grandparents in New Haven 
and begged them to wean Sarah from her 
Indian lover—to give parties end introduce 
her to nice young men, which they did, but 
ic Was allinvain. She remained there three 
months .aand seemed to be pining away in 
Silent grief. Her parents became alarmed 
— brought her home. What was to be 
one, for it would be an awful thing for 
Sarah to marry him. As a last 

ast resort Mr. 

Northrup told John Ridge to go home and 
Stay two years, an@ if he got entirely well 
he might come back and marry Sarah. He 
did so and when the time was out came 
back accompanied by his father Major 
Ridge, the chief of the Cherokees, They 
traveled in princely style and were hand- 
somely dressed. I remember that Major 
Ridge’s coat was trimmed with gold lace. 

“John and Sarah were married and went 
to the Cherokee nation to live, but not as 
missionaries, for John had to visit Wash- 
ington quite often to transact business for 
the tribe. Sarah had servants to wait 
upon her and lived like a princess in a 
large two-story dwelling. 

“Not long after this the little town of 
Cornwall had another tumult end great ex- 
citement came into its social life. There 
was fever heat when it was announced 
that Elias Baudinot. who was John Ridge’s 
cousin, was about to marry Harriet Gould, 
the fairest and best educated girl in all 
that region. She was the nearest perfec- 
tion of any girl I ever knew. She was the 
idol of the family. Her brothers and sis- 
ters had all married into the finest families 
in the country and all lived well. Kindred 
came from neighboring towns to intercede 
with Harriet. Ministers called and plead- 
ed, but all in vain. She declared she would 
marry him and go with him to his people 
and be a missionary. 

“Harriet’s greatest distress was the meet- 
ing with her brother Stephen, who was 
nearest her age and devoted to her. She 
feared it would break his heart. When he 
came she burst into tears and refused to 
meet him. He went away and did not at- 
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porter, pointing to an elderly man with 
gray, curly hair and mustache, who stood 
at the corner of Fourteenth and F streets 
a few afternoons ago. 

“That is H. G. Worthington, and few 
men in this world have had such a diver- 
sitled life as he. He and Henry G. Dawes, 
of Massachusetts, are the only survivors 
of the distinguished men who acted as 
pallbearers at ‘the funeral of President 
Lincoln. That was on Apr.! 18, 1869. 

“Worthington was then a representative 
from Nevada, and that was by ho means 
h.s first position in public life. He was a 
member of tne canutornia iegisiature in 
jsdl, and servea together w.th ine recentiy 
retired Justice Pieid. He was with W aik- 
er, tne nilouster, in nig expeultica to Nica- 
ragua, und barely escaped tne fate that 
bereil Walker ubu several thousand of iis 
folLowers. 

“Worthington participated in the admis- 
sion of three states. die is one oO the 
tew persons living who stumped California 
for General John C. Fremont. He was. 4 
great friend of Fremont, and was his le- 
gal representative in settiing up his Mari- 
posa estate in California. 

‘He was sent by Nevada as her first 
representative im congress. Nye and Stew- 
art came along at the same time 4S sera- 
tors. When Grant was in California, long 
before the war, he became acquainted w.tn 
Worthington. The friendship that sprang 
up between them in the Cuoiden State was 
severed only by Grant's death. 

“President Johnson appointed Worthing- 
ton to a South American mission. Later 
he was recalled, and Grant appointed him 
collector of the port of Charleston, S. CU, 
He is a native of South Carolina. The 
people of the Palmetto State sent him to 
congress, too. 

“Worthington was in Ford’s theater the 
night that President Lincoln Wwas_ shot, 
and he was a witness at the trials of the 
assassins. He had been with the president 
at the white house in the afternoon. He 
spends much tme in Washington, and it 
is always a rare treat to meet and con- 
verse with him.” | 

The names of the pallbearers at Pres'dent 
Lincoln's funeral, as given in The Evening 
Star of April 18, 1865, were: Senate—Fos- 
ter of Connecticut, Morgan of New York, 
Johnson of Maryland, Yates of Illinois, 
Wade of Ohio, Conners of California. 
House—Dawes of Massachusetts, Coffroth 
of Pennsylvania, Smith of Kentucky, Col- 
fax of Indiana, Worthington of Nevada, 
Washburn of Iilino’s. Army—Generals 
Grant, Halleck, and Nicholls. Navy—Far- 
ragut, Shubrick, and Zelin. Civillans—O. 
H. Browning of Tllinois, Thomas Corwin 
of Ohio, George Ashman of Massachusetts, 
Simon Cameron of Pennsylvania.
